AMELIA EARHART, 
HUSBAND CHEERED 
BY PARIS THRONG 


Thousands Surround Her After 
She Meets Publisher in 
Cherbourg. 


By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, June 3.—Thousands of 
cheering persons surrounded Mrs. 
Amelia Earhart Putnam when she 
reached here, with her husband, 
this afternoon, from London, by 
way of Cherbourg. The police had 
a hard time preventing the crowd 
from lifting her to their shoulders 
and carrying her to her hotel. 

There were mnany women in the 
crowd at the station when Mrs. 
Putnam alighted with her arms full 
of flowers, the crowd swept the 


police aside and surrounded her. 

“You make me very. happy.” she 
cried. A member of the American 
Embassy staff pushed through to 
her side and led her through a 
pathway which the police succeed- 
ed in forming. 

Mrs. Putnam met her husband, 
George Palmer Putpam, American 
publisher, who came from New 
York on the Olympic at Cher- 
bourg. 

Mrs. Putnam crossed the channel 
from Southampton in the motor 
yacht Evadne, owned by C. R. 
Fairey, president of the Royal 
Aeronautical Society. With her 
were Fairey, Amy Johnson, noted 
British distance flyer, and several 
friends. 

Mrs. Putnam was greeted at 
Cherbourg at the maritime station 
by the Mayor. “I flew the Atlantic 
because I thought it was time some 
woman should do it,” she told him. 
She came to Paris by train. 


EARTHQUAKE IN MEXICO CITY, 
SEVERAL BUILDINGS COLLAPSE 


Center of Disturbance Apparently 
in State of Oaxaca; Com- 
munication Cut.

MEXICO CITY, June 3.—A se- 
ries of sharp earthquake shocks 
which struck this city at about 
4:55 a. m. today toppled severai 
buildings and opened large cracks 
in some of the large downtown 
streets, 

The center of the disturbance 
was thought to be in the State o1 
Oaxaca, whose capital city was 
laid waste by an earthquake a year 
ago. Communication lines were 
down and there had been no re- 
ports from there this afternoon. 

The first shock was the most se- 
vere, lasting three minutes. Alto- 
gether the quakes continued for 
about 10 minutes. They were the 
worst in this city in 10 years.

WASHINGTON, June 3.—An 
earthquake, described as the most 
violent registered here in several 
years, was recorded today on the 
seismograph at Georgetown Uni- 
versity. The quake began at 
5:43:30 a. m. It was estimated 
the disturbance centered 2200 
miles southwest of Washington.

SAM D. HODGDON, 
WUDGE, KLLED IN 
FALL FROM HORSE 


Dies in Hospital From In- 
jury Suffered When Ani- 
mal Stumbles at Webster 
Groves Residence. 


ON PROBATE BENCH 
IN COUNTY 18 YEARS 


Active in Civic Affairs and 
Led Movement to Free 
St. Charles Bridge of 
Tolls—64 Years Old. 


Sam D. Hodgdon, Probate Judge 
of St. Louis County for 18 years, 
died at Deaconess Hospital at 
10:40 a. m. today of a fractured 
skull suffered three hours earlier 
in a fall from a horse in front 
of his home at 230 Sylvester ave- 
nue, Webster Groves. 

The accident occurred when his 
horse, Black Bess, stumbled and 


fell as he was returning from a 
morning ride. He was picked up 
unconscious and, after emergency 
treatment, was taken to the hos- 
pital. He did not recover con- 
sciousness. 

Judge Hodgdon had ridden every 
morning for several years as part 
of his daily exercise. The horse, 
which was kept in a stable at the 
residence, was also frequently rid- 
den by other members of the fam- 
ily. It had been owned by Judge 
Hodgdon for several years. 

Daughter Hurt in 1927. 

His daughter, Teddy, was seri- 
ously injured in 1927 when she was 
thrown from her horse after it 
shied at a red flag posted at a 
street excavation. A few weeks 
before that Judge Hodgdon, on a 
Sunday morning canter in the 
county, discovered the bullet-rid- 
dled body of Clifford M. Hicks, 
young St. Louis attorney, whose 
murder never was solved. 

Judge Hodgdon was 64 years old. 
He was active in civic affairs relat- 
ing to community welfare not only 
of St. Louis County but of the en- 
tire metropolitan district. 

His most recent accumplishment 
was as leader of a successful move- 
ment to free the St. Charles bridge 
of tolls. The bridge became free 
last December at the expiration of 
a contract entered into six years 
before whereby surplus earnings 
of the bridge went to pay a pre- 
viously arranged purchase price of 
$1,250,000. He was honored at a 
large testimonial dinner last March 
for his achievement and last month 
was one of 27 men and women 
nominated for the St. Louis award, 
a $1000 prize given annually by 
an anonymous donor to “the resi- 
dent of Metropolitan St. Louis 
who has contributed the most out- 
standing service for its develop- 
ment.” 

Fought Ralph Sewer Law. 

He was active in opposing the 

Ralph sewer law, repealed last 
spring, and in 1930 he presented a 
substitute plan for the proposed 
merger of St. Louis and St. Louis 
County which was later defeated at 
the polls. 
He is survived by his widow, Mrs. 
Cora Dunlap Hodgdon; five daugh- 
ters, Mrs. Martha H. Shannon, 
Kirkwood; Mrs. Dorothy H. Bar- 
tholomew, 5628 South Kingshigh- 
way; Miss Teddy, Miss Sarah and 
Miss Mary, and a son, Sam D. 
Hodgdon Jr.

BONUS SEEKERS ARE SLEEPING 
IN OPEN FIELDS AT CAPITAL 


Tents Denied by War Department and Avail- 


able Space in City of Washington Is 


Filled—Funds 


for Food Low. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON. June 3.—A se- 


rious situation developed today as 
hundreds more of bonus-seeking 
war veterans poured into the city 
and had to be quartered shelterless 
ir open fields for lack of billeting 
space. 

To the 600 who have been quar- 
tered in vacant buildings for the 


last few days, and the 1000 or so 
reported being cared for individ- 
ually by local charities, were added 
two new delegations last night, 
with more expected by freight 
train and truck during today. 
Brigadier-General Glassford, the 
Superirtendent of Police, had 
sought tents from the War Depart- 
ment, but met with refusal from 
Secretary Hurley. A crew of car- 
penters was organized from among 
the jobless veterans today te build 
wall-less, lumber shelters in open 
ffelds in Anacostia. Nearly 400 
men, mostly from New Jersey and 
Phiadelphia, but including a con- 
tingent of 50 from Minneapolis, 
were taken to the fields in trucks 
and police patrol wagons last 
night, to sleep under the sky. 
Funds for feeding the men were 
low and with trousands of men 
striving to get here from all quar- 


ters of the country, the local au- 
thorities were desperate. 

The objective ofthe bonus seek- 
ers was still distant. By this 
morning only 113 members of the 
House had sit red the petition—re- 
quiring 145 names—through which 
it is sought to compel a vote on 
legisiation to pay the $2,000,000,- 
000 of bonus principai outstanding. 

Reports of Communistic influ- 
ence back of the veterans’ march 
apparently were leading to a split 
in the invading forces. The 600- 
strong Pacific Coast contingent, 
which was first to arrive, told 
Glassford they would refuse to 
have anything to do with groups 
coming under auspices of the 
workers’ Ex-service Men’s League. 
Officers of the latter said the 
Communist objecti-e was merely 
to organize a mass demonstration 
next Wednesday. without any in- 
*ention of proselyting cmong the 
veterans. 

Among those who arrived last 
night was a group of 55 from Minn- 
eapolis who traveled in a box car 
on a bill of lading reading: “CLive- 
stock—55 veterans.” 

About $500 was raised last night 
at a special show in a local theater. 

Hundreds of pounds of beef and 


vegetables were sent to the camp- 
ers by police this morning. 


OFF AGAIN TRYING 
TQFLY OCEAN 10 
WAROAW, POLAND 


Stanislaus Hausner, Who 
Started Saturday but 
Came Back, Hops Off 
From New York. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, June 3.—Stanislaus 
Hausner of Newark, N: J., took 
off for Warsaw, Poland, from Floyd 
Bennett Field at 8:46 a. m. today. 
He hoped to make the flight non- 
stop. The distance is about 4375 
miles. 

This was Hausner’'s second start. 
Last Saturday he took off, but was 
forced back after several hours by 
failure of his artificial horizon in 
unfavorable weather. 


Hausner’s plane is the old rebuilt 
Bellanca monoplane Santa Rosa 
Maria, originally built for a Chi- 
cago syndicate which planned an 
ocean flight which never was made. 
He lifted his plane into the air 
after running 3500 feet down the 
concrete runway, passing about 30 
feet over a small crowd assembled 
to see him off. As he gained alti- 
tude, he turned the plane around 
and headed eastward. 

His plane carried 525 gallons of 
gasoline. He took along “four 
chicken sandwiches, two ham sand- 
wiches, a gallon of coffee and a 
gallon of water. 

Hausner, as he superintended the 
final tuning up of his plane, took 
out his watch, kissed his wife good- 
by and then said: “Well, let’s go.” 
He left with word from. the 
Weather Bureau that favorable 
weather might be expected over the 
ocean. He carries no wireless set. 
Naval Reserve officers from the 
air station at Floyd Bennett Field 
accompanied Hausner about 75 
miles. They reported on their re- 
turn that when they left Hausner 
he had attained an altitude of about 
1000 feet. He seemed highly elat- 
ed, they said, laughing and waving 
to them. 

He had a tail wind and was trav- 
eling fast.

HILO, Hawaii, June 3.—Williain 
Nunes, Portuguese, 20 years old, 
yesterday shot and killed Margaret 
Enos, a 16-year-old girl, who had 
refused to marry him, and holding 
her body in his arms, leaped into 
Halemauhau crater of Mount 
Kilauea. The volcano is the larg- 
est active one in the world. 

The bodies lay today side by 
side shrouded in sulphurous fumes, 
$00 feet below the brink of the 
pit. 

Two days ago the high-school 
girl refused Nunes’ offer of mar- 
riage. Early yesterday the rejected 
suitor kidnaped Miss Enos from the 
héme of her sister, Mrs. Manuel 
Furtado, shooting the sister in the 
hand when she tried to stop him. 

As authorities reconstructed the 
tragedy, the youth drove to the 
brink of Halemaumau, presumably 
pleading with the girl to recon- 
sider his proposal. Failing in this, 
he supposedly shot and killed the 
girl before making his leap into 
the crater with her body. 

His automobile was found on the 
brink of the fire pit. In it lay an 
automatic pistol and a note. 

“Ten minutes to eight,’’ the note 


read. “Margaret died instantly. 
She did not suffer. And now I 
must pay.” 


Several men volunteered to re- 
cover the bodies, but the girl’s 
parents were undecided what to do. 
The only way to reach the spot 
where the two fell, only 60 feet 
from the boiling lava is by climb- 
ing down a rope.

TU INVESTORS IN 
SECURITIES FIRM 


General Investment Cor- 
poration Bought Aviation 
Stocks That Have Greatly 
Decreased in Value. 


LIQUIDATION OF 
COMPANY PLANNED 


Share Holders in Corpora- 
tion Formed by Harold 
M. Bixby to Vote on 
Question June 28. 


Stockholders of St. Louis General 
Investment Corporation, organized 
in 1929 as an invéstment trust “eal- 
ing in the securities of aviation en- 
terprises, have been asked to vote 


on a proposal to liquidate its assets. 

G. D. Scott, vice president of the 
company, which has offices in the 
Security Building, today said stock- 
holders would lose about two-thirds 
of their original investment, which 
he placed at about $2,v000,00v. 

The company was organized in 
July, 1929, a few months before the 
stock market collapse, by Harold 
M. Bixby and others, some of 
whom, like Bixby, were among the 
financial backers of Col. § Lind- 
bergh on his trans-Atlantic flight 
to Paris. Originally it was known 
as the St. Louis Aviation Corpora- 
tion, but when stocks of aviation 
companies began to fall, its port- 
folio was altered to include Gov- 
ernment bonds and industria] se- 
curities. With this change the old 
name of the company was dropped. 

Liquidation Proposed. 

Scott said liquidation was pro- 
posed by the directors because the 
holdings of the company have de- 
preciated to a point where its op- 
erations are not large enough to 
justify the corporate expenses of 
continuing them. 

Letters were sent today to stock- 
holders, asking them to vote on the 
liquidation proposal June 28. The 
stock is widely held in St. Louis, 
and holders who have responded 
to inquiries of the directors have 
indicated approval of the proposal. 
A two-thirds vote will be required 
to carry it. 

In its statement of May 28 liquid 
assets of the company were car- 
ried at $385,000, or $6.20 a share on 
the 61.075 shares of stock at pres- 
ent outstanding. 

Originally there were 100,000 
shares, sold to the public at $23.50, 
but the company has retired 38,- 
925 shares. The stock is not listed 
on any exchange, but is traded in 
the over-the-counter market, 

Losses of $1,050,262. 

On the basis of the present 61,- 
075 shares of stock, valued at their 
original subscription price of $1,- 
435,262, the loss on present hold- 
ings will be $1,050,262. Further 
losses were sustained by the hold- 
ers of the 38,925 shares which 
have been retired. 

Liquid assets of the company in- 
clude $101,000 in cash; $90,000 in 
Government bonds and other short- 
term maturities; $25,000 in other 
bonds carried at their market 
value, and an assortment of 45 
listed stocks, carried at their mar- 
ket value of $170,000. The com- 
pany also holds 19,000 shares of 
stock in aviation companies which 
are carried on the books at $7, al- 
though their total market value is 
said to be about $20,000. 

Expect Stockholders to Approve. 

If stockholders approve the plan 
of liquidation, as is deemed likely, 
at least 90 per cent of the pro- 
ceeds will be distributed by July 15, 
and the remainder will be withheld 
until taxes have been paid and 
other affairs of the company 
cleaned up. 

Promoters organized the com- 
pany at the peak of stock market 
values when the Dow-Jones aver- 
ages stood at 300. The market 
averages as compiled by Dow-Jones 
have declined to about 47, or to 
about 16 per cent of their 1929 
values. The General Investment 
Corporation fared somewhat bet- 
ter, as the liquidating value of its 
shares, now about $6.20, is about 
25 per cent of the price at which 
they were issued. 

When the company was organ- 
ized Bixby resigned as vice presi- 
dent of the State National Bank to 
become its president. Associated 
with him, either as @irectors or as 
members of a technical advirory 
committee, were a number of men 
prominent in business and aviation 
fields. Among these were Phil 
DeC. Ball, Thomas Lanphier, Phil 
Love, Russell Nicholas, Oliver 
Parks, William B. Robertson, 
Thomas N. Dysart and the late Oli- 
ver J. Anderson.

TAX ON CHAIN STORES

IN COCKTAIL PARTY KILLING

Charged With Death of 
Prominent London Man.

SHORT ON 
MOTOR STOCK 


Denies He Used His Knowl- 
edge of Corporation of 
Which He Was Board 
Member to Enrich Him- 
self in Market. 


“‘NEVER SOLD 
AMERICA SHORT” 


New York Bank Supported 
Market While It Sold 
Stocks to Clients Its Head 
Tells Senate Committee.

WASHINGTON, June 3.—John 
J. Raskob, chairman of the Dem- 
ocratic National Committee and 
member of the board of General 
Motors Corporation, vehemently de- 
nied at the Senate stock market 
investigation hearing today that he 
had “sold America short” during 
the depression or had used his ‘in- 
side information” about General 
Motors to enrich himself. 

For more than two hours, Ras- 
kob ariswered questions by William 
A. Gray, counsel to the Senate 
| Banking and Currency Committee, 
about his transactions in General 
Motors stock, in which the witness 
has both “long” and “short” ac- 


counts. These accounts balanced 
during the stock market collapse 
in the fall of 1929, and for many 
months afterward. 

Senator Carter Glass (Dem.). 
Virginia, injected politics into the 
investigation by pointing out that 
Raskob was the only prominent 
Democrat whose stock transaction 
had been investigated by the Com- 
mittee. 

Gray Denies Glass’ Charge. 

Gray denied that politics had 
anything to do with the appearance 
of Raskob and explained that he 
had been instructed by the com- 
}mittee to obtain an illustration of 
an officer of a company operating 
in the company’s securities. 

The counsel took full responsi- 
bility for calling Raskob anda 
pointed out that he had not ques- 
tioned Raskob about his political 
activities. 

“TI say that it is a very singular 
circumstance,” Glass observed, 
“that Mr. Raskob is the only wit- 
ness whose politics has been dis- 
cussed at this investigation.” 
Raskob said at the conclusion 
of his testimony that he was glad 
for an opportunity to appear before 
the committee. He said hat Re- 
publicans in and out of Congress 
had charged that he, as chairman 
of the Democratic National Com- 
mittee, had “sold America short” 
in an attempt to embarrass the Re- 
publican administration. He ob- 
tained permission to put into the 
record a letter he had written to a 
Philadelphia attorney denying that 
he had made a large personal for- 
tune through short sales. 

“I have always been a ‘bull’ on 
America,” Raskob wrote, “and as 
far as I can ascertain most of the 
short selling has been by Republ- 
cans who voted for Mr. Hoover.” 

As Raskob left the witness chair, 
Chairman Norbeck praised him for 
his frankness. Norbeck also prom- 
ised Senator Glass that he would 
be glad to have any prominent Re- 
publicans summoned if Glass would 
supply the names. Glass was con- 
tent, however, to have placed in 
the record the names of the direc- 
tors of the General Motors Corpo- 
ration, 23 of whom he said were 
Republicans. 

When Senator Glass asked Ras- 
kob if he had used any of the 
Democratic campaign funds in 
stock-market transactions, Senator 
Walcott: (Rep.), Connecticut, ob- 
jected to having such a question in 
the record. Glass withdrew the 
question, and Senator Gore, the 
blind Democrat from Oklahoma, 
observed that perhaps some Re- 
publicans might want to try to off- 
set Will Hays’ record. Apparently 
he was referring to the former Re- 
publican chairman’s handling of 
the notorious Continental Trading 
Co. bonds.

TWO MEN SLAIN AT DETROIT;

Bodies of Pair Who Started to 
Canada in Rowboat on May 


23 Are Found.

DETROIT, Mich., June 3.—The 
bodies of Earl Wiseman, 24 years 
«‘d, Rockwood, and Joseph Mecha- 
nack, 28, Detroit, were found in 
shallow water of Point Mouillier 
Bay last night about a mile and 
a half apart. The killings were the 
first in several weeks in the sec- 
tion known as the battleground 
of liquor runners. 

Preliminary examination showed 
Wiseman was shot through the 
head and through the hip and that 
his companion was beaten on the 
head.

The men left Rockwood on May 
23 to go to Canada and had not 
been heard from. Their rowboat 
was found a few days later, over- 
turned. The bodies apparently had 
been in the water 10 days. 

Authorities worked on the theory 
that the men were the victims of 
liquor thieves and said their names 
had previously been connected with 
bootlegging activities.

Seabury to Send Transcript 
of Testimony, Together 
With Analysis, to the 
Governor.

NEW YORK, June 3. — Samuel 
Seabury, in a telephone call to the 
Hofstadter Legislative Committee 
headquarters this afternoon, said a 
transcript of the testimony con- 
cerning Mayor James J. Walker 
would be sent, with an analysis, 
to Gov. Roosevelt next week. Sea- 
bury, chief counsel to the commit- 
tee. gave the message to his assist- 
ants when he talked to them from 
Pittsburg. 

The following statement from 
Seabury was given out by George 
Trosk, associate counsel: “I have 
real the statement of Gov. Roose- 
velt with interest. I will be in my 
offics Mcenday morning and I will 
see to it that a transcript of the 
record and an analysis of the tes- 
timony concerning Mayor Walker 
reaches the Governor as early 
next week as is possible.”’ 


By the Associated Press. 

ALBANY, N. Y., June 3.—Gov. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt said today 
that it was the duty of the Legis- 
lative Committee and Samuel Sea- 
bury to make charges against May- 
or Walker, “if they believe they 
have sufficient cause,” without 
waiting to make formal report to 
the next Legislature. 

The Governor's statement was an 
answer to published reports that 
Seabury, the committee’s counsel, 
intended to hold up formal charges 
against the Mayor of New York to 
give time for Gov. Roosevelt to act 
on his own initiative. 

The statement of Gov. Roosevelt 
follows: 

“The only information before the 
Governor is in the form of very in- 
complete newspaper stories. It is 
not even clear from Judge Sea- 
bury’s statement to Chairman Hof- 
stadter whether he has fully com- 
pleted the investigation. I act in 
each case definitely, positively and 
with due promptness. 

“Get the law straight. It is the 
duty of the legislative committee 
and its counsel, if they believe they 
have sufficient cause, to present 
evidence to the proper authorities 
without waiting to make formal re- 
port to next year’s Legislature. You 
cannot get away from that obvious 
public duty. 

“In the case of Sheriff Farley, 
Judge Seabury asked the Legisla- 
tive Committee to present the evi- 
dence to the Governor, the com- 
mittee refused. Judge Seabury 
sent it himself. I acted. If the 
evidence in any case now before 
the Legislative Committee in their 
judgment, or that of their counsel, 
warrants, it is time for the Legis- 
lative Committee and their counsel 
to stop talking and do something. 

“It is not the time for political 
sniping or buck passing.” 

The Governor's retort to the pub- 
lished reports of Seabury’s intended 
course of action was made in the 
form of a “statement by the Gov- 
ernor,” issued to newspaper men.

ments to exempt the Olympic 
games and college football games 
from the admissions tax. Crisp 
added there had been “no contro- 
versy whatever over the gift tax.” 

“The Senate provisions on tele- 
phone and telegraph messages, in- 
cluding the language of leased 
wires were retained,” Crfisp said. 
“We kept also the Senate provi- 
sions on second-class mail and ex- 
tended the first-class rates until 
July 1, 1934, 

“We kept the Senate provision 
on insurance and admissions and 
the House language on foreign 
credits.’ 

The Senate rates were retained 
on bond transfers, but the Senate 
receded on the Gore amendment 
for a tax of 80 per cent on all sal- 
aries and bonuses over $75,000. 

A 4 per cent tax on oil pipe line 
charges was retained. 

Explaining the conferees’ action 
on the consolidated and affiliated 
corporate returns, Crisp said the 
House had been anxious to test out 
wtether the imposition of a higher 
tax over the flat rate foi corpora- 
tions would not produce more 
money for the Government. 

The Senate had placed a flat 14 
Per cent rate on all corporate re- 
turns, after the House had put the 
rate at 13%4 for single corporation 
returns and 15 per cent on consol- 
idated and affiliated returns. Un- 
der the compromise, the flat rate 
is 13% per cent for single corpor- 
ate returns and 14% for consolidat- 
ed and affiliated returns. 

The compromise language on the 
electrical energy tax reads: ““‘There 
is hereby imposed a tax equivalent 
to 3 per centum of the amount 
paid on or after the fifteenth day 
after the date of the enactment 
of this act for electrical energy for 
domestic or commercial consump- 
tion furnished after such date and 
before July 1, 1934, to be paid by 
the person paying for such elec- 
trical energy and to be collected 
by the vendor. 

“No tax shall be imposed under 
this section upon any payment re- 
ceived for electrical energy fur- 
nished to the United States or to 
any state or territory or political 
subdivision thereof, or the District 
of Columbia. The right to exemp- 
tion under this subsection shal] be 
evidenced in such manner as the 
commission with the approval of 
the Secretary may by regulation 
prescribe.” 

Crisp predicted the House “ought 
to get through with the bill in 
about two hours or less tomorrow.” 

Although the annual Congres- 
sional baseball game igs scheduled 
for tomorrow, Crisp voiced a hope 
“The House will meet early and 
stay in session until we get through 
with the bill.” 

Representative Snell, Republican 
leader, promised co-operation. 
Crisp obtained permission for the 
House to meet at 10 a. m., tomor- 
row to act on the report. He also 
was allowed until midnight to’ file 
a statement explaining the posi- 
tion of the House conferees, 

When Representative Howard 
(Dem.) Nebraska, asked about a 
rumor that the President wag go- 
ing to speak to the House tomor- 
row, Crisp said that was “the first 
I ever heard of it.” 

Treasury figures showed today 
that the anticipated deficit for the 
coming fiscal year now is $1,476,- 
000,000 while it was $1,241,000,000 
when the tax measure was before 
the House. Saving of $350,000,000 
in expenditures, along with the $1,-

shares. He said that at the pres- 
ent he owned 100,000 shares. 

Tables supplied by Raskob 
showed that he had two General 
Motors accounts with Dyer & Hud- 
son, New York brokers. One was 
a “regular” account, the other was 
a “special” account. Raskob ob- 
jected to having the latter described 
as a “short” account. He charac- 
terized it as a “selling” account. 

Gray argued that the “special 
account” was used to prevent the 
public from knowing that an officer 
of General Motors was disposing of 
that stock. Raskob denied this, 
saying vaguely that, as he recalled, 
it was created for income tax pur- 
poses. At another point he said 
that he had disposed of a large 
part of his interest in General Mo- 
tors because he found that 80 per 
cent of his personal fortune was 
in the automobile stock and in 
du Pont, which has large General 
Motors holdings. He testifidd that 
at one time he had approximately 
200,¢90 shares of Motors. 

Gray Charges Short Deal. 

Gray bluntly described one of 
Raskob’s operations as a “pure 
short transaction.” Raskob said 
that this was not so, and ex- 
plained that he was not in New 
York when the deal was made. He 
said that he had had enough of 
his own stock to cover the short 
sale. Senator Gore tried to defend 
this operation as a “hedge,” but 
Raskob did not comment on Gore’s 
argument. 

Glass, who had been Raskob’s 
chief protector against Gray's 
sharp question, put the witness in 
hot water when he asked his opin- 
ion about “pools” in which the 
“specialist” was a participant in 
the specialist’s wife’s name. Such 
“pools,” Glass said, manipulated 
the market with the aid of the 
“specialist’s” confidential infor- 
mation about a particular stock. 

“Tt don’t know much about the 
‘market,” said the former chairman 
of the C xeral Motors Finance 
Committee, “but some of the dis- 
closures of this committee show in- 
conscionable and un,ustified prac- 
tices which should be prohibited.” 

Questioned About Radio Pool. 

Quick as a flash, Gray interrupt- 
ed with the question, ““‘Do you say 
that pools should not be pe:.nit- 
ted?” Raskob’s answer was lost, as 
Gray continued: “Did you read in 
the newspapers about the radio 
pool?” 

This was the pool in which Ras- 
kob made $291,000. In it was the 
radio “specialist,” Michael J. Mee- 
han, New York broker who op- 
erated in his wife’s name. The 
*‘pool” cleaned up more than $5,- 
000,000 in 10 days. 

“Yes, I was in that syndicate,” 
Raskob said. 

“Did you know that Meehan was 
the specialist in radio?’ Gray con- 
tinued. 

“I don’t know whether I knew it 
or not; it was the first pool I was 
ever in.’’ 

“Weren’t you in the copper 
stocks pool?” Gray pursued. “I 
think that was after the radio 
transactions,” Raskob replied. 

When the committee records 
showed that the copper stocks pool 
was before the Radio pool, Ras- 
kob agreed that the committee 
records were probably correct. 

“What other pools were you in?” 
“I don’t remember,” the witness 
answered. 

“Do you think pools should be 
prohibited?” ‘I don’t know,” Ras- 
kob replied. 

Accounts Nearly Balanced. 

The tables of transaction Raskob 
supplied the committee showed 
that he had in his regular account 
76,596 old shares on hand on Jan. 
1, 1928. This amount dropped to 
20,000 new shares on Dec. 31, 
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that during this time he had 6500/ 


1931. The * account” was 
“short” 180,865 new shares Jan. 1, 
1929. On the same date, the “reg-. 
viar account” was “long” 184,200 
new shares. About that date the 
old shares were converted into new 
shares at two and a half to one. 
Twice between 1928 and 1931, 
Raskob was “technically short” a 
small amount of stock. He ex- 
plained this by saying that stocks 
from other personal holding com- 
panies had not been immediately 
transferred. , 

' When Raskob testified that he 
had sold a large block of stock 
“probably for income tax purposes” 
Glass inquired if it was not a com- 
mon practice for rich men to do 
this. 

“A most common practice,” Ras- 
kob replied. 

Chairman Norbeck wanted to 
continue this inquiry but other Sen- 
ators objected on the ground that 
it had nothing to do with stock 
market operations. 

To prove that he had not used 
his “inside information” about 
General Motors financial condition 
to enrich himself, Raskob read in- 
to the record a series of his own 
purchases and sales of motor 
stock. He said in 1928 he had sold 
112,000 shares at an average price 
of $165 a share when the high for 
that year was $224; in 1929, he 
averaged $40.60 a share when the 
high for that year was*$46; in 
1930 he averaged $37 a share and 
the high for that year was $54, 
and in 1931 he averaged $26.50 a 
share when the high was $30. 


Profits Were Increasing. 

“Now about using this inside in- 
formation,” Raskob continue.d 
“When I was selling in 1928, 1929 
and 1930, the profits of General 
Motors were increased yearly. It 
was the same sort of ‘inside infor- 
mation’ I had when I bought Balti- 
more & Ohio at $125.” 

Chairman Norbeck pointed out 
that Raskob had sold some of his 
Motors near the peak prices, and 
when the witness naively said that 
he could have made more money 
by holding the stock Nerbeck ob- 
served that General Motors is now 
selling for a little more than $8 a 
share, 

The committee records disclosed 
that Raskob and Mrs. Raskob had 
three other accounts with Dyer. and 
Hudson. These were in the names 
of H. S. Raskob, The Archmere 
and the Regent corporations. These 
accounts were mentioned only in- 
cidentally at the hearing. 

About Managers Security Co. 

Raskob told of the organization 
of the Managers Security Co. He 
said it was owned by 80 of the 
“principal men’’ in General Motors 
who invested $5,000,000 and bor- 
rowed $28,000,000 from the du 
Pont company. 

All the money was invested in 
General Motors stock and the loan 
was paid back in seven years, Ras- 
kob said. 

“General Motors had a contract 
with Managers Security Co., under 
which 5 per cent of the profits of 
General Motors over 7 per cent of 
the capital employed would go to 
these 80 men through the Mana- 
gers Security Co.,” he testified. “If 
General Motors made $35,000,000 
the Security company got nothing. 
If it made $40,000,000 the Mana- 
gers Security Co. got 5 per cent of 
the extra $5,000,000, or $250,000.” 

Banker Is Witness. 

Charles E. Mitchell, chairman 
of the National City Bank, was the 
principal witness at the afternoon 
session. He was summoned to 
tell about the National City Co.’s 
sale of Anaconda Copper stock to 
its clients shortly after Percy A. 
Rockefeller, James A. Stillman 
and Lee Ollwell, directors of the 
National City Bank had been in 


the “big” Anaconda pool of 1929. 
Rockefeller and Stillman were also 
directors of the Anaconda Co. 

According to the committee in- 
vestigators, the “big pool” had lost 
about $7,000,000 when it was dis- 
solved and the stock on hand was 
transferred to the pool partici- 
pants. 

“How could these directors of 
the bank serve the bank and the 
pool at the same time?” Senator 
Glass asked. 

“That is a verr delicate ques- 
tion,” Mitchell replied. “I don’t 
like to pass on the other fellow’s 
conduct. I did not know that any 
of these men were in the pool. 

“ Iam not asking about that?” 
Glass continued: “Do you think 
it was proper for -hese men to try 
to serve two masters?” 

“In the light of present experi- 
ence,” the banker replied, “I would 
say that it was not a good thing 
for them to be in the pool.” 

“But was it the proper thing?’ 
Glass demanded, 

“No,” agreed Mitchell. 


Bank Supported Market. 
In. his questioning of Mitchell, 
Gray attempted to show that the 


National City Co. had made $2,- 
048,755 on the handling of Ana- 
conda Copper Co. stock in 1929. 
Mitchell would not admit any of 
the committee counsel’s figures. 
During the time the National City’s 
sales force was selling the stock to 
the bank’s clients, the bank, to use 
Mitchell’s phrase, Was “supporting 
the market.” 

Gray calculated that the public 
buying Anaconda stock from the 
National City Co. had lost about 
$160,000,000 at today’s prices. 

“Do you think we should be held 
responsible for that loss?’”’ Mitchell 
demanded. 

“I am not trying to show any- 
thing,” Gray retorted. “I am pre- 
senting facts.” 

Mitchell denied that his sales or- 
ganization put on a “high-pres- 
sure’ campaign but admitted that 
the securities company sent many 
telegrams about the Anaconda 
stock to their salesmen. 

Mitchell was excused when he 
said he did not know about cer- 
tain details of the Anaconda deal. 
Chairman Norbeck announced the 
witness at tomorrow's hearing 
would be John D. Ryan, a direc- 
tor of the bank and the copper 
company. 

Publicity Man Testifies. 

Before Raskob took the stand 
Davie Lion of New York, told the 
Committee today now thousands of 
Shares of stock were placed at his 
disposal in return for handling 
publicity for pools on the stock ex- 
change. 

He testified that during 1928, 
1929 and 1930 stock worth $6,000,- 
000 was placed at his disposal 
without any payment by him and 
that he made half a million dol- 
lars from it. He was handling pub- 
licity for the stocks which brokers 
put in his account. 

Gray said he would show that 
during three years Lion provided 
publicity for brokers and received 
stock for which he was not re- 
quired to put up money.

WARD SUES FOR RECOGNITION 
AS UNIVERSITY CITY CHIEF 


Claims Election as City Marshal 
Entitles Him to Office 
and Salary. 

City Marshal George F. Ward of 
University City filed suit at Clayton 
today to force the city administra- 
tion to recognize him as Chief of 
Police. 

Ward, who was ousted as com- 
missioner in charge of the Univer- 
sity City police force last March 
after a protracted political fight, 
claims he is head of the depart- 
ment by virtue of his elective of- 
fice of Marshal, and is entitled to 
a salary of $250 a month, with $35 
additional for maintenance of an 
automobile.

ESTIMATE BOARD DECIDES 
TO ACCEPT GIFT OF TILLES 


Park Commissioner Reports Funds 
Are Available for Development 
of 68-Acre Tract. 

The St. Louis Board of Estimate 
and Apportionemnt voted unani- 
mously today to accept the offer of 
C. A. Tilles to give the city a 68- 


acre tract of ground at Litzinger 
and Lay roads, St. Louis County, 
asa playground. Acceptance of the 
gift was withheld temporarily pend- 
ing a report from Park Com- 
missioner Pape on whether there 
were funds available to develop 
the park. 

Pape reported today that devel- 
opment would cost between $30,- 
000 and $40,000, and that there 
was available the remainder of a 
$2,500,000 bond issue voted in 1923 
for extensions and additions to 
parks. So far, $1,173,000 of the 
fund has been expended. Princi- 
pal improvements, which will be 
started at once and concluded be- 
fore the summer is over, will con- 
sist of a roadway, comfort stations 
and grading of part of the terri- 
tory for a playground and baseball 
diamonds. 

During the time the city was 
hesitating about accepting the of- 
fer, the St. Louis County Court 
asked Tilles to deed the property 
to the county. It will be known, 
under the terms of the deed, as the 
Rosalie Tilles Children’s Plyground 
and Park. The city may, if it is 
found unsuitable later, sell it and 
use the money to purchase another 
mark in a more suitable location. 


0. K. DAVIS, WIDELY KNOWN 
WAR CORRESPONDENT, DIES 


NEW YORK, June 3. — Oscar 
King Davis, secretary of the Na- 
tional Foreign Trade Council since 
1917, died today in a hospital at 
Bronxville, N. Y. He was 66 years 
old. Death followed recurrence of 
an old heart ailment, Mr. Davis 
being stricken during a recent trip 
to Honolulu, where he attended a 
convention of the Trade Council. 
He was widely known as “O. K.” 
Davis. 

He was special correspondent for 
the New York Sun’‘and Harpers’ 
Weekly at Manila during the Span- 
ish-American war, in the Philip- 
pine insurrection and in China dur- 
ing the troubles in 1900.

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GUILTY HOUSEMAD 
TESTIFIES MADDUY 
MURDERED WIFE 


Clara Fish Says at Hearing 
That Webster Groves La- 
borer Forced Her to An- 
esthetize Woman. 


Preliminary hearing of Walter 
Maddux, lame Webster Groves, la- 


borer, on a charge of murdering his 
wife, Mrs. Reba Maddux, whose 
body, slashed with a razor, was 
found on the outskirts of Kirk- 
wood on Oct. 30. was concluded be- 
fore Justice of the Peace Lewis at 
Clayton today. 
At the close of the State’s case 
Justice Lewis announced he would 
take the matter under advisement 
and would make his decision 
known before next Wednesday. 
Principal witness against Maddux 
yesterday was Clara Fish, 19-year- 
old domestic in the Maddux home, 
who is under life sentence on her 
plea of guilty. She charged that 
Maddux, with whom she has freely 
-|admitted intimacies, made her @n- 
esthetize Mrs. Maddux with ether, 
then went out himself “to finish 
the job.” 
“Walter made me do it all,’ she 
testified. “He threatened me. He 
said if I didn’t do what he told 
me, he would low-rate my charac- 
ter.” 

Her Story of Killing. 
She told an involved story of 
buying ether and a razor and of 
agreeing te overcome Mrs. Maddux 
with the ether. She said she and 
Mrs. Maddux walked in a path west 
of Kirkwood on the afternoon of 
the murder, ostensibly to visit a 
friend who lived in the neighbor- 
hood. 
“He and I had been out there 
before,” she continued, “and he 
told me it was a good place to 
throw a body. Reba was a little 
pit in front. I had \the ether can 
and I had a knife. I punched the 
can open, put ether on the hand- 
kerchief and then held it over her 
nose. 
“When I got her down [I put 
some more ether on the handker- 
chief. Then I went back home. It 
was one of Walter’s handkerchiefs 
I used. He gave it to me. 
“After a while Walter came home 
from work. He asked me if I done 
what he told me and I said res. 
So we had supper and then he said 
he was going out to finish the job. 
His little boy saw him ready ‘o go 
out and started to cry, because he 
wanted fo go, too. So Walter told 
me to get ready and the boy and I 
could go with him. 

Maddux Gone Half Hour. 
“We went out in the car and 
Walter stopped it and put oo his 
overalls and said he’d be back. He 
was gone about half an hour and 
when he came back he said: ‘Well, 
she won't have me thrown out of 
the lodge now. I’ve cut her bead 
off.’ 

“So then we drove down to Ma- 
plewood and Walter fixed up the 
story I was to tell. He showed me 
a drug store and said I was to say 
I left Reba there.”’ 

Counsel! for Maddux cross-exam- 
ined the witness about the varying 
confessions, five in all, that she 
made following her arrest. Before 
accusing Maddux she had  con- 
fessed that she herself killed Mra 
Maddux. 

Her father, Joseph Fish, and 
her brother, Ernest, Arab, Mo., told 
of finding a pair of coveralls in 
the woods near the scene of the 
murder, about 10 days later. They 
were not permitted to tell how they 
happened to find them. Chemists 
have established that the coveralis 
are stained with blood, but wheth- 
er of an animal or a person, they 
have been unable to say. 
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5 PERSONS KILLED 
IN SUDDEN FLOOD 
IN OKLAHOMA CITY 


Water From River and 
Creek Sweeps Away 
Houses, Tents and Cabins 
While Residents Sleep. 


By the Associated Press. 

OKLAHOMA CITY, Ok., June 3. 
—Flood waters that surged sudden- 
ly over a wide section of Oklahoma 
City when residents were asleep to- 
day were reported by authorities to 
have caused at least five deaths. 

Four bodies, those of two wom- 

en, a child and a 14-year-old girl, 
were recovered. A horseman also 
was said to have lost his life in the 
surge Of water from a river and a 
creek, 
‘ Houses, tents and cabins in the 
low-lying southern sections of the 
city, including the municipal camp 
for the destitute, were swept away, 
leaving 700 families homeless. 

At least 20 persons were missing, 
many more were saved by clinging 
to house tops and finding refuge in 
trees and 14 were sent to hospitals, 
suffering from exposure. 

Charitable organizations set up 
an emergency relief organization, 
the Red Cross appealing for $50,- 
000. Gov. Murray turned over 
$1000 from the State emergency re- 
lief fund to help finance the work. 

National guardsmen aided civil 
authorities in the rescue of many 
entire families, but 65 hungry boys, 
their food supply ruined, were ma- 
rooned in a county-owned school 
east of the city. Sheriff Stanley Ro- 
gers and a corps of deputies were 
attempting to take food to the home 
in boats. All the boys were safe 
on the second floor. 

Peak of the water was thought 
to have been reached at noon.

Will Make Tentative Proposal for Relating 
Trolley and Bus Lines to Unified Mu- 
nicipally-Owned System. 


The principal result of yester- 
day’s executive session of the city’s 
join* Transportation rR 
was an undertaking by representa- ' 
tives of the Public Service Co. to 
prepare and bring back tu a future 
meeting a tentative proposal for 
relation of the company’s street 
car and bus properties to a unified 
municipally owned transit system. 

A hopeful sign was seen by the 
committee in the fact that the 
company’s representatives who 
attended the meeting were willing 
to formulate a tentative basis for 
discussion, in view of the public 
expressions of committee members 
against paying anything near the 
capitalized value-for the street car 
properties, 

The developments indicate early 
negotiations may be expected be- 
tween the committee and the com- 
pany on the possible acquisition 
for the city of such parts of the 
street car lines as would be of 
future value in a modern transit 
system, on the basis of actual val- 
ue for transportation purposes. 

It was learned the statement is- 
sued by the committee was intend- 
ed as assurance to the public that 
the city will not buy obsolete and 
worn-out street car equipment, and 
that in no event is it intended to 
pledge the city’s general credit in 
acquiring transit properties. 


Statement by Committee. 


The committee’s statement was:

Lioyd and Judith Vosselli Lioyd, 
who is An actress, were married in 
New York City in Deecmber, 1920, 
and divorced at Reno last April 
27. Seven days after the divorce 
he married Mrs. Gilford, widow of 
Thomas Buchanan Gilford of New 
York, in San Francisco. 

The divorced wife says that, after 
marriage, she continued in her pro- 
fession with Lloyd’s consent. In 
December, 1931, she says, she re- 
turned to New York from Cali- 
fornia and was visited there by her 
husband. 

“Shortly after her husband's vis- 
it he did, at the bepest of the de- 
fendant, and with money provided

Hitler Offers Coalition If Cabinet 
Will Adopt His Principles. 
By the Associated Press. 

GUESTROW, Mecklenburg, Ger- 
many, June 3.—Adolf Hitler is 
ready to offer a coalition of his 
National Socialists with the powers 
behind the present new German 
Cabinet, he told a crowd of 25,000 
voters here in a campaign speech 
last night, but the coalition could 
be founded only on National 8So- 
cialist principles, he added, and 
parties and class politics would 
have to be abandoned. 

“The Nazis are ready for a coali- 
tion,”” he said, “if there is a pros- 
pect that it would work on National 
Socialist principles, but we would 
not be willing to continue the sys- 
tem of class politica and parties. 

“We are not for compromises! 
Class hatred must end!” 

No one should believe, he said, 
that a new Cabinet can accomplish 
a fundamental change and im- 
provement in Germany’s condition. 
Before any statesman could lead to 
a new rise in German fortunes, he 
sald, a new power must be created 
by internal unity. 

“Unity of Germans is an empty 
phrase,” h edeciared, “unless the 
opinions of National Socialism and 
Nationalism are combined, and fur- 
ther decline of the national for- 
tunes is certain.” 

Goerning, a National Socialist 
member of the Reichstag, who 
spoke before Hitler, was» greeted 
with a storm of applause when he 
said that the Government decree 
against “storm troops” would be 
rescinded in a few days. 


Eighteen National Socialiste and 
one steel helmeter were injured in 
a street fight with pistole and 
knives here last night between 
groups of National Socialists, 
Reichsbanner men, Communists 
and police. Six of the men were 
seriously hurt.

In 1929 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sions charged the Southern with 
violation of the anti-trust laws in 
acquiring control of the Mobile & 
Ohio. The case has not been de- 
cided. 

The Mobile & Ohio withdrew its 
application to borrow $1,000,000 
from the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation after it was unable to 
supply adequate coNMateral and it 
was determined that the loan 
would be insufficient for current 
needs, according to the receivership 
petition. 

The Mobile & Ohio operates 
more than 1100 miles of railroad 
extending from Mobile, Ala., to St. 
Louis, with access to New Orleans 
through a subsidiary of the South- 
ern. Its main operations are in 
Alabama, * Mississippi, Tennessee 
and Illinois. General offices are 
at Mobile. 

Norris, 50 years old, began his 
railroad career in 1902 as car serv- 
ice agent for the Southern Railway 
Co., at Washington. He advanced 
through various positions with the 
Southern to the office of assistant 
to the president. He became vice 
president of the Mobile & Ohio in 
1920.

LONDON, June 3.—Lord Lo- 


thian’s Indian Franchise Commit- 
tee, which is an outgrowth of the 
Round Table Conference . on. In- 
dian affairs recommended yester- 
day that the Indian vote for the 
provincial legislatures be increased 
from 7,108,000 to 36,000,000. Only 
7,108,000 are now permitted to 
vote in the provincial legislature 
elections. The change would con- 
fer the franchise on about 14.1 per 
cent of-the population. 

For the British Indian part of 
the Federal Legislature the com- 
mittee proposed to extend the 
franchise to 8,440,000, about 3.3 
per cent, instead of the present 
1,142,000, or 0.4 per cent. 

It also proposed to enfranchise 
6,600,000 Indian women and to re- 
serve from 2 to 5 per cent of the 
provincial seats for women. Only 
315,000 may vote at present. 

The committee also provided for 
a large electoral registration of 
depressed classes and a substantial 
increase in the representation of 


labor. It recommended ‘that the 
representation of the universities, 
commercial classes and landlords 
remain as they ‘are now.

St. Louis Since Jan. 1 


Steamship Agent Predicts 5000 More Will Re- 


turn to Native’Lands if Depression Con- 
-tinues Three Months Longer. 


More than 1000 foreigners have 
left St. Louis since Jan. 1 to 
weather out the depression or 
spend the rest of their days in 
native lands, steamship 
agents estimated today.. 

. There was emphatic agreement 
that the “tide” of immigration in 
St. Louis, as nationally, was at rapid 


, ebb, One steamship agent of more 


than 20 years’ experience, who de- 
clared he was in touch with 60,- 
000 foreigners in metropolitan St. 
Louis, asserted that, if the depres- 
sion continued three months long- 
er, 5000 would depart. 

In the record, as gathered from 
steamship agencies on South 
Broadway, Wash street and “the 
Hill,” were some illuminating de- 
tails. A foreign-born worker, a 
citizen for 28 years, had attempted 
to give up his American cititen- 
ship because otherwise it wouid 
cost him nearly $1000 to regain 
citizenship in his native country. 
A factory employe in middle age, 
had given up a remunerative job 
to make way for others when his 
parents left him a place and a 
pittance in “the old country.”

within this country. Many or most 
of the emigrants, agents explai.ied, 
have purchased little plots of :and 
“back home” and plan to raise 
their own food. - 

From official figures for the 
country as a whole it has been 
computed that the immigration to- 
tal will be lower for the fiscal year 
ending June 30 than it has been in 
100 years. Immigrants totaled 97.- 
139: in the last fiscal year. In 1831 
22,633 immigrants entered the Unit- 
ed States. In 1832 there were 60,- 
482, and experts consider it impos- 
sible for the 1932 total to reach 
that figure. 

Last February, for example, en- 
tries were 1984, an 88-per cent de- 
Gline from the seven-year Febru- 
ary average, 16,789. German im- 
migration declined 93 per cent, Irish 
96 per cent and Mexican 94 per 
cent, Italian showed the least de- 
cline, and it was 50 per cent. 

146,999 “‘Non-Emigrants.”’ 

Latest official reports obtainable 
at the Immigration Bureau here 
show that for the first nine months 
of this fiscal year, or from July 1 
to March 31, 28,042 immigrants en- 
tered this country and 79,581 de- 
parted, avowedly for permanent 
residence elsewhere. 

An additional 146,999 were clas- 
sified as “non-emigrants,” but lo- 
cal observers declared that hun- 
dreds who had taken re-entry per- 
mits, and thus would not be clagsi- 
fied as emigrants, had done so only 
in precaution against possible 
emergency, and had no intention of 
returning to this country. 

Nationalities of emigrants from 
St. Louis were named as chiefly 
Poles, Czecho-Slovakians, Austri- 
ans, Hungarians, Rumanians and 
Jugo-Slavs. A South Broadway 
agent said numbers of Latin-Amer- 
icans also were returning to their 
former homes. Agents on “the 
Hill” and the Italian section north 
of the downtown district, said con- 
siderable numbers were returning 
to Italy and Sicily, although the 
exodus was not so great as among 
some other nationalities. 


Some Germans Going Back. 


“Even some of the Germans, 
especially the older people, who 
have worked in St. Louis brewer- 
les, are going back,” said another. 
“They have not, for the most part, 
learned English well, and they have 
difficulty getting along here. But 
most of them have a little savings, 
with perhaps a small tract of land 
in Germany purchased in better 
times, and they can get along more 
cheaply and more pleasantly among 
their own people.” 

A great many aliens who took 
re-entry permits will let them lapse, 
in the opinion of Joseph Hanna of 
1537 South Broadway, who said 
they intended to stay overseas as 
long as the depression lasts. He 
said that American residence could 
always be shown by those who had 
had a re-entry permit, and that an 
American Consul could establish 
their right to come back. 

Many of those who were leaving 
the New World for the Old, he said. 
were returning to lands where they 
would not only raise their own 
food, but weave their own cloth and 
make their own clothes, without 
modern American plumbing, heat, 
light, living standards or bills.

Federal Reserve System continued 
its open market policy of injecting 
strength in the credit situation of 
the banks of the country during 
the last week by buying Govern- 
ment securities totaling $50,000,- 
000. 

The amount was $9,000,000 less 
than the previous week and about 
half what the Federal Reserve 
banks purchased each week for five 
weeks in April and May. The $50,- 
000,000 brought the holdings of 
Government securities by the Re- 
serve banks to $1,575,000,000— 
$977,000,000 more than a year ago. 

On June 1 the total Reserve 
Bank credit amounted to $2,122,- 
000,000, an increase of $74,000,000 
for the week and of $1,184,000,000 
in‘a year. On the other side of 
the ledger the gold movement con- 
tinued away from American shores 
and the country lost $101,000,000 
of the metal. This still left it with 
the largest supply of any nation in 
the world, amounting to $4,106,- . 
000,000. The loss for the year on 
June 1 totaled $687,000,000.

DEATH RATE RISE LAID 
TO WORK CONDITIONS 


Men in Non-Hazardous Jobs 
Average 7 Years More Life 
Than Industrial Laborer. 


By the’ Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 3.—Work- 


ing conditions of industrial em- 


pleyes were described before the 
annual conference of the State and 
Provincial Health Authorities of 
North America today as a factor 
in the increasing death rate from 
degenerative diseases. 

Although the causes of death 
gains from these diseases, among 
which is cancer, are many and com- 
plex, the report of the Industrial 
Hygiene Committee said, “No one 
will question that a dangerous or 
even unwholesome environment, 
endured for from a third to almost 
a half of one’s working life, must 
have a definite effect on the oc- 
currence of these diseases, the in- 
creasing mortality of which is the 
cause of such grave concern.” 

Harmful working conditions 
cause industrial workers in some 
cases to face twice as much risk 
as is encountered by those in “non- 
hazardous” (clerical, professional, 
commercial) occupations, said the 
report. 

“The industrial worker at the 

age of 20 has a life expectancy of 
42 years,” the report went on. “The 
20-year-old worker engaged in the 
non-hazardous occupations has a 
life expectancy of 49 years.”’ 
Important factors in causing this 
shorter life expectancy, said the re- 
port, are dusts, excessive fatigue, 
bad posture, crowded workrooms, 
dampness, extreme changes of 
temperature and sometimes spe- 
cific occupational poisonings. 
“There is no question,’’ the re- 
port continued, “that large num- 
bers of industrial workers continue 
at work at a low physical and men- 
tal level which is due not to the 
fact that they are normally lazy 
or stupid, but because they are in 
poor health brought on by the very 
conditions under which they re- 
main employed. 
“Perhaps, unfortunately for the 
alleviation of the condition, they 
are not sick enough for their ail. 
ments to be recognized as being 
caused directly or indirectly by 
their work. Such men are unable 
to give their best services to their 
employers nor to make the most 
of themselves.” 


DR. ORLANDO H. PETTY, HERO 
OF WORLD WAR, KILLS SELF 


Found Fatally Shot in Philadelphia 
Home; One of Two Physicians 
Holding Congressional Medal.

PHILADFLPHIA, June 3.—Dr. 

Orlando H. Petty, one of the two 
doctors who hold congressional 
medals of honor, was killed yester- 
day by a pistol shot which detec- 
tives are convinced was self-in- 
flicted. He was 58 years old. With 
Dr. Joel T. Boone, White House 
physician, he held the congressional! 
award and in addition had won 
numerous other decorations, in- 
cluding the Distinguished Service 
Cross, the French Croix de Guerre 
with Palm and the Italian War 
Cross. 
His secretary, Miss Rose Cullen, 
said she heard a pistol shot last 
night and ran .9 his bedroom 
where he was lying fatally wound- 
ed. Beside him lay a Luger pistol, 
a treasured trophy obtained from a 
German officer he captured during 
the World War. 
The deed which won him the 
congressional honor was performed 
by Dr. Petty on June 11, 1918. Un- 
der heavy shell fire, he worked in 
his dsessing station until it fell in 
flames over his body, from which 
he escaped to a place of safety 
with a wounded officer on his 
back. “ee 

Dr. Petty wrote several text- 

books on dia etes on’ which he was 

considered an authority and was 
professor of diseases of metabolism 
in the. graduate school of medicine 
of the University of Pennsylvania.

“It was my desire that a man be 
appointed who was thoroughly fa- 
miliar with my methods and who 
had learned his baseball under me. 
We therefore agreed on Bill Terry, 
who, I think, has every qualifica- 
tion to make a successful manager. 


Will Not Quit the Game. 


“While my illness may be but 
temporary I want it fully under- 
stood that Terry will have full and 
complete charge and control of the 
team and will have to assume en- 
tire responsibility therefor. 

“I do not intend to retire from 
baseball but will continue with the 
Giants, not only retaining my same 
stock holdings but also as_ vice 
president and as general advisor 
and counsellor in business as well 
as baseball matters.

Appearances often are deceiving, 
Max Brown, Oklahoma City heavy- 
weight boxer, agreed last night 
after having been knocked out by 
John Schwake, Webster Groves, in 


the sixth round of their scheduled 
10-round bout at Battery A arena. 

“He looks as though anybody 
should be able to beat him,” re- 
marked Brown in his dressing 
room, referring to Schwake. “I’ve 
never seen a fighter like him be- 
fore. But he has plenty of power 
in his wild swings and when he 
hits, he hurts.” 

Schwake, as St. Louis fans know, 
is not an athletic-appearing young 
man when he is in the best of con- 
dition. And last night he weighed 
236, about 16 pounds heavier than 
when at his peak of condition. 
Brown, on the other hand, was in 
great physical form. He is more 
than six feet tall, weighs 196 
pounds and has the appearance of 
a dangerous fighter. 

But when Schwake landed one 
of his powerhouse rights early in 
the fight, flooring Brown for a 
count of nine, he showed that the 
difference in condition mattered 
little. In fact, from that moment 
John gave Max an unmerciful 
beating. As the first round ended 
Brown was on the floor and ap- 
parently out, but the bell saved 
him.

Schwake Uses Shift. 

Through the following four 
rounds, Schwake waded in and hit 
Brown with many powerful swings, 
utilizing his laughably exectted 
shift to throw the Oklahoman off 
guard. In the second round Brown 
was down again for a count of nine 
and while he managed to stay off 
the floor from then until the sixth 
round he was hopelessly beaten. 

Only his courage and condition 
kept him going. His seconds be- 
gan to take hope after the fifth 
round that Schwake would tire and 
give their man a chance to out- 
point him. But John, accustomed 
to working 16 hours a day, refused 
to tire. 

In the sixth, after nearly two 
minutes had elapsed, Schwake hit 
Brown with a hard left hook to the 
chin, draped Max over the lower 
strand of rope at the south side of 
the ring, in which position he was 
counted out. 

Stillman Filattens Barry. 

The knockout followed two 
kayoes, in one of which Al Still- 
man knocked out Jack Barry of 
Chicago, while Allen Matthews dis- 
posed of Kid Dusty, another St. 
Louis Negro, to wind up Jack Tip- 
pett’s first 1932 outdoor show with 
three knockouts in the featured 
events. 

Barry claimed that he had eaten 
something during the day which 
didn’t agree with him, but Still- 
man’s punches seemed to upset him 
more than food. He fought hard, 
but Stillman in the pink as usual, 
wore Barry down with his rushing 
attack and in the ninth round put 
him away with a left to the body. 

Kid Dusty hardly had time to 
get acquainted with Matthews be- 
fore he was down and out. A right 
floored Dusty for a nine count and 
a left to the chin finished him in 1 
minute, 11 seconds of the first 
round. 

Johnny Miles gained a negative 
victory over Russell Conklin in one 
five-round preliminary, while 
George Daw outpointed Frank Stol- 
sek in the other five-rounder. 

Conklin, just returned from a 
Southern tour, didn’t appear to 
have learned much while he was 
away. He is a big, fine-appearing 
heavyweight, but slow and unag- 
gressive. 

Daw Floors Stolsek. 

Daw (floored Stolsek for nine in 
the first round and again in the 
third, while in the same session 
Frank was down for a count of 
six as the bell rang. These three 
knockdowns clearly earned Daw the 
verdict, although Stolsek otherwise 
had the better of the boxing. 

Despite the postponement of the 
previous evening and a constant 
threat of rain, 1324 persons attend- 
ed and paid $906.35, of which

Sharkey is not the first to 
make the charge of foul fight- 
ing against Dempsey and his ref- 
erence to “protection” means that 
he thinks all referees allowed 
Dempsey more liberties than 
they did his opponents—that 
Dempsey, to use the words of 
enemies “got away with mur- 


der.”’

Not so Clean. 


S A matter of fact Dempsey 

would have a hard time 
clearing himself, of the charge 
that he (technically) fouled in 
every fight. Jack threw gloves, 
sometimes relying too heavily on 
the theory that his opponent 
must “protect himself at all 
times.” 

In nearly all cases, however, 
Dempsey’s fouls were those of 
over-eagerness and fighting spir- 
it and not founded on a desire to 
take unfair advantage. Referees 
do not disqualify for such fouls, 
when no damage results. 


Canny boxers especially were 
likely to cause Dempsey to com- 
mit minor fouls,

fense was the use of the rabbit 
punch, This developed in al- 
most every one of his champion- 
ship fights except that with Wil- 
lard.

But in 
no case does this writer /recall a 
damaging low blow struck by 
Dempsey. In the Gibbons fight 
the crowd complained loudly 
against him, but it was Gibbons 
who should have been disquali- 
fied for his tactics in the last 
four rounds.

Charge to Excitement. 


EMPSEY’S worst offenses 

were committed against the 
Wild Bull of the Pampas, Firpo. 
In this fight Dempsey, if gov- 
erned by rules now in force, 
might have been disqualified for 
fouling. Dazed by the opening 
blow in the first round, Dempsey 
hardly knew what was going on 
for three minutes. But in the 
second round he stood directly 
over the fallen Firpo and landed 
the finishing punch before that 
fighter had fairly risen from the 
floor. Jack should have been in 
his corner. 

In the hurly burly of that 
spectacular battle, it is doubtful 
if any referee could have had 
the fortitude to take away that 
victory from Dempsey, even 
though the foul was apparent.

The Sharkey fight saw Demp- 
sey hitting raggedly at times, but 
none of his blows was unfair 
enough to cause official warn- 
ing.

That Rabbit Punch. 


E first fight with Tunney 

was as clean a bout as Demp- 

sey ever fought although Tun- 

ney complained of a few rabbit 

punches. This writer noticed 

them at the time and they were 

just involuntary taps without 
force. 

His only worthwhile foul at 
Chicago was, of course, Jack's 
failure to go back to his corner 
during the count over Tunney— 
and Dempsey paid dearly for that 
error. It cost him the fight and 
the title. 


“Better Man Won.” 


HE charge that Dempsey 

was “protected” is an unfair 
reflection on the former cham- 
pion. Many officials refereed 
for Jack, both before and after 
he won the title, and not once 
was he penalized. The inference 
is that if Dempsey continually 
fouled, one or more officials 
would have disqualified him 
during his career. 


In this writer’s opinion, Demp- 
sey reasonably could have been 
disqualified only on one occa- 
sion—that was his fight with the 
Wild Bull. Even then the ex- 
citement and turmoil that at- 
tended every second of that 
milling explains the failure of 
the referee to act. 


But in any case, Firpo had no 
chance to beat Dempsey, after 
that first round; and, foul or vo 
foul, the better man won, 

And that goes for every fight 
in Dempsey’s title career except 
the second fight in which he 
lost to Tunney. In that one many 
still think that the better man 
lost.

If the world is to have even a minimum supply of 
goods, it must utilize the machine. The people will never 
willingly forego the help which the machine gives them 
in their work. 

Besides, machinery makes more jobs. It enables 
every one to enjoy inexpensively the comforts and 
conveniences of modern living conditions. As for over- 
production, we have never yet had a sufficient produe- 
tion of all the things which the

family needs. It would be splendid 
if the world should seriously at- 
tempt to overproduce everything 
that everybody needs! We should 
then discover that our present 
machine facilities could not even 
catch up with the need. Give the 
world a money system that makes 
it easier for goods to flow from 
man to man, and all the factories 
on earth could not begin to 
supply a tenth of the demand. 
But it is possible to expect of 
the machine more than it can do. 
We cannot eat or wear machines.

While this experiment has fully justified itself, 
I have felt that it is only 4 step in the right direction. 

cellent as village industries are, they do not really 
bg industry and agriculture together. For a long 

tifne now I have believed that industry and agricul- 
ture are natural partners and that they should begin 
to recognize and practice their partnership. Each of 
them is suffering from ailments which the other can cure. 
Agriculture needs a wider and steadier market ; indus- 
trial workers need more and steadier jobs. Can each be 
made to supply what the other needs? I think so. 

The link between is Chemistry. In the vicinity of 
Dearborn we are farming twenty thousand acres for 
everything from sunflowers to soy beans. We pass

may be used in the manufacture of motor cars and 
thus provide an industrial market for the farmers’ 
products. I foresee the time when industry shall no 
longer denude the forests which require generations 
to mature, nor use up the mines which were ages in 
the making, but shall draw its raw material largely 
from the annual produce of the fields. The dinner 
table of the world is not a sufficient outlet for the 
farmer’s products; there must be found a wider 
market if agriculture is to be all that it is competent to 
become. And where is that market to be found if not 


I am convinced that we shall be able to get out 
of yearly crops most of the basic materials which we 
now get from forest and mine. That is to say, we shall 
grow annually many if not most of the substances 
needed in manufacturing. When that day comes, and 


it is surely on the way, the farmer 
will not lack a market and the 
worker will not lack a job. More 
people will live in the country. 
The present: unnatural condition 
will be naturally balanced again. 
Our foundations will be once 
more securely laid in the land, 

The day of small industry 
near the farm will return, be- 
cause much of the material grown 
for industry can be given its first 
processing by the men who raised 
it. The master farmer will be- 
come, as he was in former years, 
master of a form of industry 
besides. 

An old Roman said that corn 
was never so- plentiful in Rome 
as when the men who ruled the 
state were those who also tilled 
the field. It will be so with our 
people when those who fabricate 
the utilities of the world are 
those who raise the raw mate- 
rial from the field. 

One thing is certain—we must 


go on—present conditions cannot be stabilized—life 
goes on. I suppose that in 1632 there were people who 
urged that the world had gone far enough and that it 
should be halted and hardened into the pattern of 
1632. And again in 1782, others thought that a line 
should be drawn and conditions stabilized. In 1832 
the same proposal—it is always made—every genera- 
tion makes it. Suppose the world had halted at any of 
those dates! Are we to declare that 1932 is the date at 
which development must cease and the world be stabil- 
ized just as it is? It cannot be done. Life would burst 
any barriers we might raise against its ongoing. We 
do not yet control all the materials out of which to 
assemble a world that is worthy to endure unchanged. 
Our times are ‘primitive. True progress is yet to 
come. The industrial age has scarcely dawned as yet; 
we see only its first crude beginnings. 

We are pioneers, and pioneering has its hard- 
ships. This generation is composed of economic pil- 
grims, passing out of less desirable conditions into 
what we hope shall be more desirable ones. That is 
the meaning of these times, We are not Boing back, 
and false prosperity is not soon coming back. It 
would be well to interpret 
light and help each other in the good old pioneer way, 
as we pass through them. We are going to renew our 
stake in the land; for the land is the foundation of 
the economic security which we seek.

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ANTI-TRUST FiGhT 
IN UNION ELECTRIC 
TEST CASE IS LOST 


State Supreme Court Re- 


verses Judgment of $33,- 
920 Awarded to Wiles- 
Chipman Lumber Co. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, June 3. — 
The Missouri Supréme Court en 
banc today reversed outright, for 
the third time, a judgment of $33,- 
920 obtained by the Wiles-Chip- 
man Lumber Co., of St. Louis, 
against the Union Electric Light 
and Power Co. of St. Louis and its 
parent holding company, the North 
American Co., for alleged violation 
of the State anti-trust laws. The 
outright reversal has the effect of 
dismissing the suit. 

The case grew out of an alleged 
conspiracy by the Union Electric 
to divert electrical business from 
the Laclede Gas Light Co., of St. 
Louis, a competitor. It was alleged 
the Union Electric, through em- 
ployes, entered into a secret agree- 
ment with William S. Gallaher, 
then superintendent of the La- 
clede’s electric department, to re- 
ject applications for service from 
concerns which had been obtaining 
service from Union Electric. 

The suit was filed under a sec- 
tion of the anti-trust law author- 
izing the victim of an alleged con- 
spiracy in restraint of trade, or 
other violation of the anti-trust 
laws. to recover treble damages. 

The Supreme Court overruled a 
defense contention that the enact- 
ment of the Missouri Public Serv- 
ice Commission law in 1913 re- 
pealed the anti-trust law, insofar 
as it related to public utilities. It 
reversed the case on the ground 
the lumber company had not pro- 
ceeded properly in not instituting 
a proceeding before the Public 
Service Commission to compel the 
Laclede to furnish service, after its 
application had been rejected on 
the ground the Laclede did not 
have enough facilities. 

Having failed to take advantage 
of that law, the court held the 
company was not in a position to 
complain, and therefore had not 
made a showing of recoverable 
damages. 

Judge W. T. Ragland, who wrote 
the opinion, held that had the lum- 
ber company, after being refused 
service by the Laclede, through 
Gallaher, taken action before the 
Public Service Commission to com- 
pel the furnishing of service, it 
then would have been entitled to 
proceed in court to recover 
costs of that action, plus damages 
for alleged excess charg.s paid to 
the Union Electric for ~ervice.

the agreement and understanding 
entered into by defer .ants with the 
representative of the Laclede com- 
pany constituted a conspiracy in 
restraint of trade, both at common 
law and under the statute,” Judge 
Ragland said. 

The case has been the Su- 
preme Court on appeal from St. 
Louis Circuit Court since 1929. In 
February, 1930, Division No. 2 of 
the court, in a. opinion by Com- 
missioner James A. Cooley, § re- 
versed the judgment. on 2 ground 
enactment of the Public Service 
Commission law removed utilities 
from under the anti-trust law, The 
case was transferred to court en 
banc for rehearing. The judgment 
again was rev-rsed in October, 
1930, on the ground the lumber 
company had followed the wrong 
legal procedure. Another rehear- 
ing was granted and the court to- 
day adopted the October, 1930, 
opinion, written by Judge Ragland. 

The lumber compar charged 
that from 1918 to 1921 it was com- 
pelled to continue taking electric | 
service from Union DPlectric, at 
higher rates than those charged by 
the Laclede, because of the rejec- 
tion of their application for Laclede 
service, It was charged Gallaher 
was paid $150 a month to reject 
such applications. 

Officers of -the Union Electric 
and the North American denied 
they had any knowledge of the al- 
leged conspiracy and declared they 
were not liable for the action of 
employes involved in it. 

Judges Ragland, Ellison, Hen- 
wood and White concurred in the 
adoption of the opinion. Judges

GUARANTY BILL 


10 BE OPPOSED 


Association to Base Senate 
Fight On Allegation That 
Measure Places a Pre- 
mium On Inefficiency. 


By tLe Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 3. — Or- 


ganized opposition by the banking 
fraternity, on the ground that it 
would place a premium on ineffi- 
ciency, faces the Steagall bill to 
guarantee deposits, now pending 
in the Senate. 

As passed by the House, the 
measure would allow any bank 


certified as solvent by state ex- 
aminers to obtain ‘100 cents on 
the dollar’ protection for its de- 
positors by paying into the Na- 
tional Guaranty Fund an annual 
gum based on its volume of ac- 
counts. 

On several occasions in the past 
various states have sought to guar- 
antee bank deposits, but this is the 
first effort, as such, to insure 
against bank failure on a national 
scale. In most instances the state 
schemes have fallen of their own 
weight, the stronger banks refus- 


- ing despite the law to pay recur- 


ring assessments to protect the 
weaker. 
Association’s Objections. 

The American Bankers’ Associa- 
tion, in its brief against the bill, 
says it would allow any person or 
group of persons with perhaps no 
experience in lending to set up a 
bank and proceed to invest depos- 
its with assurance they will be pro- 
tected regardless of the outcome. 
For answer, proponents of the bill 
point to semi-annual reports re- 
quired of the banks. 

However, once a contributor to 
the guaranty fund, any bank would 
be entitled to equal benefits with 
another, and it would be the duty 
of the Federal Liquidating Board 
proposed by the bill to appoint a 
receiver and through him make up 
to the depositors whatever delin- 
quency remained after assets of 
the bank in default had been ex- 
hausted. 

The bill is intended to encour- 
age the organization of banks by 
making investment in banking 
capital more attractive. Besides 
guarantecing deposits it would 
amend existing law by striking out 
the provision that in event of a 
bank’s filure stockholders would be 
liable to assessments in amounts 
equal to the shares held by them, 
together with their original invest- 
ment. 

Nucleus of Guaranty Fund. 

Until the Steagall bill was offer- 
ed, this double liability of share- 
holders in national banking asso- 
ciations and the privilege of Fed- 
eral Reserve Banks to rediscount 
paper of member banks were the 
nearest approach to a guaranty of 
deposits. 

To stayt the guaranty fund the 
Federal Treasury would be required 
to pay into it about $150,000,000 
which it has collected as bank fees 
and the liquidating board would be 
authorized to collect $100,000,000 
from members of the Federal Re- 
serve system, each bank’s assess- 
ment to be based on average depos- 
its of the preceding calendar year. 

If that were not enough the 
board might borrow, until January, 
1934, such sums as it might need 
up to $500,000,000 from the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation. 

Once started the fund would be 
maintained by regular assessments 
and fees charged non-member 
banks for participation in deposit 
insurance. 

8000 Failures in 10 Years. 

It is argued for the bill that it 
would expedite liquidation of a de- 
funct bank, immediately freeing 
every dollar of deposits, whereas 
now it usually takes from three to 
four years to repay the depositor 
even a percentage of his moncy. 

The enormity of the undertaking 
May be seen from. the fact that 
within the last 10 years about 8000 
banks have failed, tieing up depos- 
its of about $2,000,000,000. 

Besides the guaranty fund the 
bill seeks to protect depositors by 
raising the minimum capital of a 
national bank from the present 
$15,000 to $50,000, and requiring 
not less than $25,000 of a bank 
subsequently organized in a viciinty 
of 6000 population or less. It fur- 
ther provides that no banking asso- 
ciation shall be organized without 
an initial surplus amounting to 10 
per cent of its capital stock. 

No member of the Federal Re- 
serve would be permitted to pay 
interest in excess of four per cent 
on deposits, nor allowed to pay a 
dividend until its surplus amounts 


‘to 25 per cent of its paid-in capital 


stock.

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TO TEST BLACK MAGIC. 
ON WITCHES’ SABBATH 


Investigators Think Use of 
Ancient Formula “Will De- 


bunk Superstition. 


d By the Associated Press. , 

BERLIN, June 3.—An attempt te 
perform black magic will be made 
by British and German psychic in- 
vestigators by the light of the 
moon on Germany’s “Magic Moun- 
tain,” the Brocken, in an effort to 
debunk superstition. 

At the sign of full-moon on the 
nights of June 17 or 18, the inves- 
tigators will assemble on the lofti- 
est summit of the Harz Moun- 
tains and follow the medieval rites 
for transforming a goat into a 
“handsome youth”, with the firm 
conviction that the formula will 
not work. 

The leader of the experiment is 
Harry Price, director of the Na- 
tional Laboratory of Psychical Re- 
search, London, who thinks the au- 
thoritative failure will go a long 
way toward removing the lingering 
grip of superstition on men’s minds 
and at the sam> time raise rational 
psychic research to a higher place 
in public estimation. 

The fact that this is Goethe year, 
commeroating the 100th anniver- 
sary of the great philosopher, 
dramatist and man of letters, who 
put the Brocken in his drama 
“Faust,” attaches unusual interest 
to the experiment. 

Folk superstition provided the 
theme of the drama, and the 
Brocken, which Goethe ascended 
several times in days when that 
was considered a feat, was desig- 
nated, true to lore, as the setting 
for the Witches’ Sabbath scene. 
The ritual to be followed is pre- 
scribed by an old manuscript, 
“High German Black Book.” A 
prerequisite is a “maiden pure of 
heart.”. Two young women have 
been mentioned in this connection, 
a young English woman, Miss Gor- 
don, and Fraulein Urta Bohn, 
daughter of Dr. Erich Bohn, a 
Breslau attorney and scholar, one 
of the Germans interested in the 
experiment. The choice has not 
been made. 

The ceremony must take place 
either 24 hours before or after full- 
moon. The girl, clad in white, will 
be escorted to the Brocken’s top- 
most point. Then the scientists 
must light a pine fire, draw a circle 
around it and scratch magic sym- 
bols on the ground. 

Thereupon the girl will step inte 
the circle, leading a white goat on 
a silver cord, and anoint the beast 
with blood, honey and the scrap- 
ings of church bells, finally draping 
it with a sheet. 

At this point the assemblage is 
called to assist, the bystanders ut- 
tering Latin incantations until the 
moment when the moon is obscured 
“and only a pin of light cometh 
from the Tower of Kassel.” 
Then—according to the ancient 
manuscript—the sheet will drop, 
disclosing a handsome youth in 
place of the goat. 


ACQUITTED OF AX MURDER 
IN MINSTREL SHOW TENT

CONROE, Tex., June 3.—Dur- 
rell Kendall, 22 years old, a for- 
mer Mississippi farm hand, was ac- 
quitted yesterday on the jury’s first 
ballot of the ax murder of L. H. 
Brownlee, head of a wandering 
minstrel show. 

Brownlee and Martha Smith, a 
member of the troupe, for which 
Kendall was motion picture opera- 
tor, were killed last December in 
the show tent at New Caney, Tex. 
A charge of murder in the wom- 
an’s death remains against Kendall. 
County Attorney A. A. Turner re- 
fused to say what disposition would 
be made of it. 

Special Prosecutor Z. L. Foreman 
disclosed after the trial that a par- 
rot he attempted to take into the 
court room was not the same bird 
whose screams attracted townspeo- 
ple to the show tent and led to the 
finding of the bodies. Foreman 
tried to present the parrot in con- 
nection with the testimony of a re- 
buttal witness as to cries he had 
heard coming from the tent, but 
was overruled.

the home service section aided 640 
families last month, as compared 
with 50 in May, 1931, and increased 
relief expenditures from $657 to

A fourth and final public hear- 
ing on a bill for a city tax on chain 
stores was held by the Legislation 
Committee of the Board of Alder- 
men yesterday afternoon, at which 
representatives of the chain stores 
made arguments against the meas- 
ure. 

The committee voted, immedtate- 
ly afterwards, to make a favorable 
report on it, six of the committee 
members. assenting, with the sev- 
enth absent. The report was made 
to the board this afternoon and the 
board passed the bill, without com- 
ment. 

Cc. O. Sherrill, vice president of 
the Kroger Grocery and Baking Co. 
and former city manager of Cin- 
cinnati, made the principa] talk at 
yesterday's hearing, which was ar- 
ranged for opponents of the tax. 
His company, oprating about 500 
Kroger and Piggly Wiggly grocer- 
ies in St. Louis, is the largest chain 
here. The annual tax on this chain 
would be about $100,000 a year. 
Sherrill told the committee pass- 
age of the bill would “force the 
chain stores to close hundreds of 
units being operated at a loss here, 
with a resultant serious decrease 
of employment and a tremendous 
loss of revenue to the owners of 
store buildings, insurance compa- 
nies and others who furnish goods 
or services.”

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Demonstrations by Audience. 


At a previous hearing several 
hundred independent merchants fa- 


ic chambers. Yesterday there was 
another crowd of several hundred, 
a large majority of whom were in 
sympathy with the chains, applaud- 
ing their spokesmen loudly and oc- 
casionally booing others. Clarence 
T. Case, former law partner of 
Mayor Miller, who directed pres- 
entation of arguments against the 
bill, asserted the crowd consisted 
of customers and friends of chain 
stores, not employes. A former 
chain grocery employe disputed 
this, saying he recognized numer- 
ous employes of that system. 

At the end of his talk, Sherrill 
gave the committee a stack of peti- 
tions against the bill, which he said 
were signed by more than 20.000 
St. Louisans. The petitions had 
been kept at various counters in 
chain stores and employes asked 
customers to sign them. George J. 
Schulte, editor of the Interstate 
Grocer and a principal proponent 
of the tax, charged that chain store 
supervisors were among those who 
signed more than once. 

In his talk, Sherrill said: 

“Representing the various oper- 
ators of chain stores in St. Louis, 
I am authorized to pledge our sup- 
port to any reasonable, just and 
non-discriminatory legislation that 
may be found necessary to provide 
funds essential for operating the 
city government in these troublous 
times. 


“An Economic Development.” 


‘The chain stores are a develop- 
ment of the past few years, made 
necessary to cut out the constantly 
mounting waste of distribution, 
which had reached a scandalous 
point, where the consumer paid top 
prices, while the farmer got noth- 
ing for his produce, due to the en- 
tirely unnecessary toll taken by 
stores, and charges levied at vari- 
ous stages of the movement of 
goods from the producer to the 
consumer. In other words, the 
chain stores have been an eco- 
nomic development to cut out the 
waste of distribution, in the inter- 
est of the producer and the con- 
sumer. The chain stores are pro- 
viding the first and only agency 
organized to cut out this waste, by 
buying direct from the producer 
and selling direct to the consumer, 
with a single profit and a single 
mark-up. 

“Our opponents base their hos- 
tility to the chain stores on the 
fact that they sell so cheaply as 
to make it difficult for certain in- 
efficient interests to compete with 
these prices. The chain stores with 
which I am most familiar are to- 
day selling good, nourishing food, 
including bread, milk, butter and 
eggs, the very staff of life, at a 
profit of less than 2 cents on every 
dollar of sales made—an unbe- | 
lievably small margin of profit, a 
margin so small that the least add- 
ed burden against our stores means 
operation at a loss. 

“This measure is clearly puni- 
tive in its nature, and has been 
designed not for revenue purposes, 
but solely, as has been stated by 
its advocates, to punish and run 
out of business the chain stores. 
That this legislation is not designed 
to raise money is evidenced by the 
fact that a license tax of even a 
small amount applied to every 
business establishment, regardless | 
of ownership or size, would pro- 
duce many times the revenue this 
tax, aimed solely at the chain 
stores, would produce.” 


Number of Employes Not Cut. © 
Chain stores have maintained 
the number of their employes at 
the 1929 level and hav- continued

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and taxes on stores that otherwise 
would be empty, Sherrill asserted. 
Chain stores in St. Louis, buying 
goods for shipment to smaller 
towns, are spending more money 
here for materials and _ services 
than they take out in local sales, 
he declared. He said his own com- 
pany spends more than $16,000,000 
annually for goods, rents, services 
and charities in St. Louis, and buys 
from St. Louis manufacturers for 
sale in stores elsewhere $2,200,000 
of goods. It has 1765 St. Louis em- 
ployes at an average annual salary 
of $2000, he added. 

Case, who is attorney for the 
Woolworth, Kresge and Atlantic 
and Pacific chains, called on Mrs. 
Alpha Hisey, program director of 
the Town Club, as a spokesman for 
consumers. She told the Aldermen 
that consumers ultimately would 
bear the tax. Women, who do 
most of the buying, ought to be 
able to go to any sort of store they 
choose, she said, relating that a 
large independent groce-y near her 
home did not seem to wffer from 
competition of many nearby chain 
shops. She praised the cleanliness, 
efficient management and _ well- 
trained employes of the chains. 

Harry Koplar of the Con-Ferro 
Paint and Varnish Co., called by 
Case, said the chains were good 
customers of St. Louis. manufac- 
turers. Case referred to the man- 
ufacture of severa million dollars 
worth of gceeds in St. louis an- 
nuaily by the United Drug Co., 
which has a chain of retail outl-‘s. 
A woman, ‘ho declined to give 
her name, said her family had had 
trouble renting store property un- 
til the chains spread, but that the 
chains were good tenants. 


Calls Bill a “Pacifier.” 


Nancy J. Kennedy, a Negro Re- 
publican worker of the Twenty- 
third Ward, volunteered an argu- 
ment in favor of chain stores so 
forceful and entertaining that even 
Schulte applauded. 

“If I didn’t say something now, 
I'd blow up,” she began. While the 
audience gave her the loudest ap- 
plause of the afternoon she ap- 
proved prices, practices and condi- 
tions in the chain establishments. 
Turning to spokesmen for the inde- 
pendent merchants, she went on: 
“Gentlemen, stop crying. Go back 
and get the cats and dogs out of 
your groceries and make them de- 
cent. Get the best you can for the 
money and give it to folks at less 
cost and you won't have to. get 
these taxes to help you. You don't 
have to do that; you can sit back 
in your little stores and growf and 
grumble, and let the chain stores 
get the business. The committee 
oughn’t to pass this rubber ring to 
pacify teething babies.” 

Several other men and women 
spoke for and against the bill. 
Schulte made a closing argument, 
attacking purchasing and merchan- 
dising policies of the chains. He 
said his wife had been told in :our 
chain stores, where she was check- 
ing the petitions presented, that 
the tax would mean noticeably 
higher prices for food, although it 
would represent a fractional per- 
centage of the volume of sales. 


Banking Policy of Chains. 


Chairman Eilers of the commit- 
tee displayed a letter from W. W. 
Smith, president of the First Na- 
tional Bank, denying the charge 
that chain stores did not bank 
their money here. Smith said 
most of the chains carry substan- 
tial accounts here for local opera- 
tions and for surrounding zones. 
Eilers asserted that if this were 
true some of the chains were sheat- 
ing the city in their personal prop- 
erty tax returns. Case replied that 
there was an existing remedy for 
any ‘such cheating, but that a new 
tax would not cure it. 

After the hearing Eilers sought 
to eliminate a clause of the bill 
exempting chain filling stations 
from the tax. This failed by a tie 
vote, some Aldermen feeling the 
city and State gasoline taxes, which 
are passed on to consumers, were 
sufficient for filling stations. There 
was talk of including chain clean- 
ing stores, but this was dropped on 
advice of counsel, to avoid possi- 
bility of legal attack on the tax. 

Joseph S. Thieser, a grocer at 
5223 Gravois avenue, has sent the 
Post-Dispatch the following state- 
ment of his’ remarks at a previous 
hearing: “Under conditions as they 
are, chain stores can operate at a 
profit in the states where they are 
established and invade new terri- 
tory, selling merchandise at below 
cost in competition with independ- 
ent merchants, leaving but ruin 
and destruction in their wake un- 
til they gain control of the trade. 
Where independent competition is 
eliminated they usually make up 
by raising their prices plenty.” 


CONCRETE CONTRACTORS 
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MALTA’S PRIME MINISTER 
APOLOGIZES TO BISHOPS 


As Result They Withdraw Letter 
Enjoining Catholics Not to Vote 
for Strickland Party. 

By the Associated Press. 
VALETTA, Malta, June 3.—Lord 


Strickland, Prime Minister of Malta, 
put an end to the long dispute be- 
tween the state and the church by 
apologizing today to the Bishops of 
Malta for his antagonism to the au- 
thority of the church. 

As a result the Bishops withdrew 
@ pastoral letter issued in May, 
1930, enjoining the Catholic elec- 
torate to refrain from voting for 
the Strickland party in the elec- 
tions which were to have been held 


at that time. The bitter dispute led 
to suspension of the Constitution in 
June, 1930, and since that time 
Malta has been administered by the 
Governor and commander-in-chief 
of the British forces. 

In his apology the Premier, him- 
self a Catholic, wrote that he re- 
gretted he had clashed with the au- 
thority of the church in defending 
himself against his political oppo- 
nents. 


MANY WESTERN IOWA FIELDS 
INFESTED WITH GRASSHOPPERS 


Entomologists Report Only Prompt 
Control Measures Can Avert 
Heavy Destruction. 


MISSOURI VALLEY, Ia., June 3. 
—Grasshopper infestation is such 
in many fields in Western Iowa 
that the entire 1932 crop may be 
destroyed and half the insects are 
yet unhatched, Ames entomologists 


have reported after an examination 
of several counties. 

Only prompt and extensive con- 
trol measures can avert heavy de- 
struction, the group found, and lit- 
tle action can be taken on indi- 
vidual initiative, for most farmers 
lack finances to carry on the cam- 
paign against the pests. 

Dr. Carl Drake, State entomol- 
ogist, Dr. George C. Decker, Prof. 
A. D. Worthington and Extension 
Director R. K. Bliss were the Ames 
men who met with County Agent 
F. B. Hanson and Carl N. Kennedy, 
Assistant Secretary of Agriculture, 
to conduct the survey.

STRONG SENATE 
HG AGAINST 
FLAT CUT IN PAY 


Johnson, Norris, Nye, Lo- 
gan, Trammel and Others 
Take Part of Lower Paid 
Federal Workers.

WASHINGTON, June 3.—The 


economy bill, the budget-balancing 
companion of the tax bill, today is 
gripped in Senate controversy over 


the proposed one-year 10 per cent 
pay cut for all Government em- 
ployes, with indications that this 
will be greatly modified. As now 
drawn, half the bill’s $238,000,000 
of savings cqgmes from this salary 
reduction. 

Opening the third day of debate, 
Senator Oddie (Rep.), Nevada, as- 
sailed the 10 per cent cut. He 
contended it would set a bad ex- 
ample for private industry, lead to 
a lower standard of living and 
“throw more fear into the hearts 
of the people at a time when they 
should have hope in their hearts.” 

Oddie added that a cut, if any, 
should be confined to the larger 
salaries as proposed by Senator 
Johnson (Rep.), California, whose 
amendment would exempt salaries 
of $2500. 

Senator Bailey (Dem.) North 
Carolina, followed with a defense 
of the 10 per cent cut and an as- 
sertion that he would vote for it. 
He read a magazine article show- 
ing reduction in the cost of living. 

Logan (Dem.), Kentucky, inter- 
rupted with the contention that 
not all items have declined. 

A proposal to legalize and tax 
2.75 per cent beer was advanced by 
Senator Tydings (Dem.), Maryland, 
as a substitute for the Johnson 
amendment to exempt salaries of 

2500. The Marylander asserted 
his plan would raise twice the 
$238,000,000 that would be saved 
by the economy bill and make it 
unnecessary. 

3 to 15 Per Cent Pian Offered. 

A graduated scale of pay cuts 
ranging from 3 to 15 per cent on 
salaries of more than $1000 was 
proposed by Senator Walsh (Dem.), 
Massachusetts. He told the Senate 
the scale had been drafted by a 
group of Senators and would pro- 
vide an estimated saving of $70,- 
000,000. 

The Walsh schedule would make 
the following cuts: Salaries  be- 
tween $1000 and $1500, 3 per cent; 
$1500 to $2000, 4 per cent; $2000 
to $2500. 5 per cent: $2500 to 
$3000, 7% per cent; $3000 to $5000, 
10 per cent; $5000 to $10,000, 12% 
per cent; $10,000 and over, 15 per 
cent. 

Another Bogey Man Paraded in 
Senate, Says Johnson. 

Johnson expressed vigorous oppo- 
sition in debate yesterday to a flat 
reduction, particularly to cutting 
pay in the lower brackets. With 
the revenue bill out of the way, 
Johnson declared, “I thought we 
had laid the bogey men that were 
paraded up and down before us” on 
the floor, but said the economy bill 
looked like another one.

Angeles and were instructed for John 

N. Garner for President. The confer- 
ence, dominated by William Gibbs Mc- 
Adoo, passed a resolution instructing the 
delegation’s member of the rules com- 
mittee to stand for the two-thirds rule 
for the nomination, but to suggest that 
in the issuance of the call for the 1$36 
convention a majority rule on nomina- 
tion be considered. 

And this hamstringing process took 
place in the wide-open spaces of the Far 
West, where Zane Grey and Peter B. 
Kyne would have people believe that not 
even a cattle thief or a bandit would be 
dry-gulched. 

McAdoo recently said he thought the 
two-thirds rule obsolete and unfair; that 
he was in favor.of doing away with it— 
but not this time. In other words, he is 
willing to be unfair to “stop Rocsevelt.” 

Franklin D. Roosevelt will go into the 
Chicago convention with from 60 to 80 
majority. He will have behind him at 
least 30 of the 48 states, which will give 
him a majority on all the committees. 
His delegates can name both the tem» 
porary and permanent chairmen. They 
can substitute the majority for the two- 
thirds rule. They could do nothing which 
would give the rank and file of the party 
a greater thrill. And it would prove to 
the electorate as a whole that a Roose- 
velt, given a majority, could accomplish 
things—and would. 

If the Roosevelt delegates are equal to 
the occasion, he will be the nominee. If 
not, the nominee will be named in a 
room on the tenth floor of a Chicago 
hotel in the wee sma’ hours o’ the morn. 
And then what will the harvest be?

Following the recommendation of the special alder- 
manic committee on transportation, recommend- 
ing municipal ownership as the only effective de 
fense measure against the evils of private ownership 
which have plagued the city for a generation, the 
joint committee created for the purpose of institut 
ing this policy is making rapid progress. 

The committee consists of three Aldermen and the 
members of the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment, that is, Mayor Miller, President Neun of the 
Board of Aldermen, and Comptroller Nolte. The 
committee met yesterday with representatives of the 


1] St. Louis Public Service Co. for the purpose of agree- 


ing upon a method of procedure. 

Mayor Miller meanwhile came out flatly in a pub- 
lic statement for a municipally owned transportation 
system as a speedy solution of the transportation 
problem, a policy to which the Board of Aldermen 
is committed, and which enjoys the sanction of the 
city administration. 

The meeting of yesterday with representatives of 
the street car company was for the purpose of for- 
mally laying the municipal policy before the com- 
pany, in order that negotiations may begin. Follow- 
ing the recommendation of the special aldermanic 
committee which, with Cleveland A. Newton as 
counsel, first studied the subject of mass transporta- 
tion in St. Louis, and then made its report to the 
Board of Aldermen, the joint committee now in the 
field proposes that the municipality shall acquire 
and own the transportation system. 

The proposal of the city is to buy as much of the 
present street car system as can be fitted into a mod- 
ern transportation system and to augment it with 
bus lines co-ordinating with the street cars. It pro- 
poses to pay with bonds secured by either all or part 
of the municipal system. 

This is a major enterprise for the City of St. Louis, 
and one in which both Mayor Miller and the Board 
of Aldermen are displaying admirable leadership. The 
disadvantages of private ownership of transportation 
are too well known to be restated here. The recent 
strike threat was its latest manifestation of concern 
and peril to a community which wants both service 
and peace. The special aldermanic committee which 
studied the subject concluded that public ownership 
is the only way out of an intolerable situation. 

The task before the joint committee is a severe 
test of its capacity. The committee must first deter- 
mine what kind of transportation system the city 
needs. It must then ascertain what part of the pres. 
ent street railway system it can use and acquire. 

Obviously, the city’s fiscal situation is a determin- 
ing factor. It excludes all consideration of subways. 
Subways are too expensive and could not be financed 
except upon the city’s credit, which Mayor Miller, 
Comptroller Nolte and others wisely say must not be 
involved. One mile of subway would cost $10,000,000, 
a sum that would buy 1000 big modern busses in a 
community where automotive transportation is gain- 
ing ground every day. 

Practical transportation men have said that busses, 
even without trolley lines or subways, could provide 
adequate and rapid transportation for such a city as 
St. Louis, where the topography is favorable to their 
operation. They have shown that the city could make 
a fine profit out of mass transportation, that it could 
in time derive enough revenue from this source to 
meet such extraordinary demands as those which now 
arise for relief to the unemployed. 

Such a system can pay the city taxes. It can be 
conducted by a separate municipal corporation, a sug- 
gestion made to the special aldermanic committee by 
Mr. Newton and one which Mr. Untermyer is now 
making as a solution of the transportation problem 
in New York City. 

There are no insurmountable difficulties in setting 
up such a corporation, as there is in this instance 
no middle ground between private and public owner- 
ship. To search for one would be to prolong the 
present impasse. 

The elected representatives of the people, from the 
Mayor down, stand four-square for municipal owner- 
ship and control of the transportation system of St. 
Louis. They are for home rule, and the special alder- 
manic committee has told them how they can get it. 

The new joint committee must first determine 
what parts, if any, of the Public Service Co.’s 
property would be useful to a modern transportation 
system and whether or not these parts can be se- 
cured at a satisfactory price. 

It will, we are confident, make rapid headway in 
these considerations. The need of the city is great, 
and the spirit of the City Hall is admirable. 

We congratulate it upon another forward step.

THE END. 
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WREATH FOR THE ZUIDER ZEE. 


It is with deep regret that we note the passing of 
the Zuider Zee. Completion of the $50,000,000 dam, 
17 miles long, which now joins Friesland and North 
Holland provinces, does far more than transform 
that often turbulent body of water into a sheltered 
stretch of millpond. It dashes from the map one of 
the venerables and one of the reliables. No name 
was more welcome on geography examinations. Lo- 
cating good old Zuider Zee was as easy as—well, 
nothing was easier. Its alliterative sound never 
failed to call up a picture of Dutch boys and girls 
in wooden shoes, with dog carts against a background 
of canals, windmills and blooming tulips, and that 
was enough and more. Let Cape Horn continue to 
trade places with the Cape of Good Hope. Let the 
Apennines and the Pyrenees jump into each other’s 
countries when no one is looking. Zuider Zee was 
true blue, anchorage in a storm, a watery Plymouth 
Rock. No one ever missed on it. And the new name 
—Yssel Lake! Without a single distinguishing fea- 


ture save the‘certainty that it will always be mis- 


— 


spelled. As for its location, by the Fourth of July 
no one will know whether it is in Holland, Sweden, 
British Guiana or Minnesota. Our candid opinion is 
that the change, unjustified at any time, is particu- 
larly unfortunate in these days of widespread unrest 
and disorder. As we see it, the world has gained 
nothing and lost an international stabilizer. 
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THE DANUBIAN STATES PROBLEM. 

One of the best Mlustrations of the conditions in 
Europe is the attempt to solve the Danubian states 
problem. The problem was the subject of a confer- 
ence among the four great Powers of Europe—En- 
gland, France, Germany and Italy, but no conclusion 
was reached, and now it is in the hands of a confer- 
ence of the same Powers, with the five Danubian 
states, at Geneva. 

It seems to be a simple problem. The five Dan- 
ubian states—Czecho-Slovakia, Austria, Hungary, Ru- 
mania and Jugo-Slavia—are so hemmed in by tariff 
barriers among themselves that they are reduced to 
a low economic condition, in which they can hardly 
live, and cannot thrive. The proposal is to have 
them combine in an economic federation, with a tariff 
agreement that the five countries would not build 
tariff walls against one another, thus opening the door 
to a free flow of trade. They can then exchange their 
surplus products. 

But there is another angle to it. The five together 
will have a greater production than they can con- 
sume, and it is proposed that they dispose of this 
combined surplus by trade with other countries. A 
supplementary proposal is the creation of an inter- 
national body of creditors, under which the debtor 
countries may negotiate loans to stabilize their cur- 
rencies, aid commercial activity and repay loans. 

The fears, suspicions, distrusts and jealousies 
among the major Powers of Eyrope are so great that 
they cannot come to an agreement on the proposals. 
The five Danubian states must arrive at an under- 
standing, and that understanding must be approved 
by their big neighbors. There is the rub. France 
and Italy distrust each other. France distrusts Ger- 
many and fears that she might reap some advantage 
from such an arrangement. 

Kalman de Buday, secretary of the National Hun- 
garian Industrial Institute, who is in this coun- 
try studying economic conditions, says it is impera- 
tive that France and Germany agree to co-operate 
before any solution of the problem can be reached. 

So these five states, desiring and urged by neces- 
sity to find some way out of their economic difficul- 
ties, are blocked from a solution by international 
hatreds and distrusts. The great Powers obstruct 
even the beginning of tariff reductions and freer 
trade upon which the revival of European trade de- 
pends. 
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CO-OPERATION VS. PARTISANSHIP. 

Speaking of the way Democratic members of the 
Senate joined with the Republicans in passing the 
revenue bill, Chairman Smoot of the Finance Com- 
mitfee~ said that never before, in his 23 years of 
service on the committee, had he seen such co-opera- 
tion \between the parties. This elimination of par- 
tisan feeling by the minority recalls another occa- 
sion when the nation was gripped in a critical sit- 
uation. A President who reluctantly led his people 
into a war had come back from a peace conference 
with a plan to unite the nations of the world in a sol- 
emn agreement to outlaw such useless ravages. The 
moment called for the adjournment of partisanship 
and whole-hearted co-operation. Instead, opposition 
Senators who knew better allowed their courses to be 
charted by envy and jealousy of that President and, 
while the rest of the world joined hands, we, in our 
narrow-mindedness, stood aloof, to the grievous hurt 
of international peace and recovery. The co-operation 
of 1932 stands in sharp contrast to the post-war par- 
tisanship. As the one is a credit to our political sys- 
tem, so the other will remain among its sorriest blots. 
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THE BONUS MARCHERS. 

Evidently the Communists, who are always quick 
to capitalize any kind of public agitation; have taken 
hold of the bonus-march movement and are making 
it hum. Bonus bands are converging on Washington 
from all parts of the country, with 1000 men already 
there. The original marchers, who passed through 
St. Louis some time ago, were reported as militantly 
opposed to any Communist influence, but Adjutant- 
General Handy of the Veterans of Foreign Wars says 
most of the bonus marches are being sponsored and 
organized by Communist agitators who call them- 
selves representatives of the “Workers’ Ex-Service 
Men’s League.” It is ironic that a movement begun 
by men who profess to be patriots should end as a 
Communist rally. 

If the men gathering in Washington were there to 
demand work, they would be in better case. As it is, 
they are asking the Government for payment of a debt 
which is not due until 1945 and which, if granted, 
would be of only temporary assistance. 
most of the marchers have borrowed up to the hilt 
on their bonus certificates and what little remains 
would quickly be exhausted. We do not believe that 
Congress is so foolish as to be stampeded by any 
such demonstration as that being made. A most de- 
termined legislative drive, conducted by expert lob- 
byists, failed to put over the Patman bill for imme- 
diate payment of the bonus, and a motley combina- 
tion of ex-service men, Communists and professional 
hoboes can hardly be expected to succeed where the 
Patmanites failed. 
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AN OLD PRACTICE DISCARDED. 

Thanks to the Supreme Court, the spectacle of a 
President feverishly reading and signing bills at the 
Capitol in the last hours of a session of Congress is to 
disappear from the process of American government. 
Hitherto the accepted notion has been that the Presi- 
dent had only the time in which Congress was in ses- 
sion to consider bills. The result was that frequently 


so much legislation was jammed through as adjourn- | 


ment neared that it became a physical impossibility 
for the President to keep up with it, let alone pass 
on its merits. All this is to be changed by the Su- 
preme Court opinion delivered by. Chief Justice 
Hughes, which declares that the President's consti- 
tutionally granted period of 10 days for studying 
legislation is in no wise affected by the adjournment 
of Congress. A reading of Section 7, Article 2, makes 
it difficult to see how the naw repudiated practice 
could continue so long as it has. Nothing in the 
text justifies it and, as the Chief Justice points out, 
“the spirit of the clause in question forbids the im- 
plication of such a restriction.” By eliminating hasty 
and unconsidered examination of bills during a con- 
sressional session’s last-minute rush, the Supreme 
Court improves the functioning of our Government. . 
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_A World Economic Conference 


By Walter Lippmann. 


HERE can be little doubt that no nation 
Tecan hope for a full rccovery from the de- 

pression unless a large number of prob- 
lems are solved by international action. 
Even the United States, which is the most 
nearly self-contained of the great Powers, 
is dependent, not for existence but ceriainly 
for anything which Americans would call 
prosperity, upon a revival of world trade. 

The foundation of such a revival can 
hardly be laid unless the political debts are 
liquidated, unless the tariff war now raging 
in the world is stopped, unless a consider- 
able part of the inflated private debts are 
reorganized, unless the exchanges are sia- 
bilized and unless there is enough of a rise 
in the prices of commodities to make at 
least the efficient producers solvent again. 

Merely to list a few of the matters which 
have to be dealt with, and to realize their 
complexion, is to raise at once the funda- 
mental question as to what is the best pro- 
cedure for dealing with them. Apparently 
there is a British opinion that they should 
be dealt with in a general conference of the 
Powers. Apparently there is an adminis- 
tration opinion that while some of these 
questions, such as debts, reparations, and 
possibly tariffs, are taboo, the remaining 
questions relating to monetary policy and 
the price level might be taken up by an 
international conference. 

Now the world has had a large experi- 
ence of international conferences in the last 
decade, and we are in a position to learn 
something from that expertence. It seems 
to me that it has been fairly well demon- 
strated that a general international confer- 
ence is such a complicated agency that it 
succeeds best when it has to do only very 
simple things. For in a general conference 
the nations which have to be conciliated are 
many and, therefore, the chances of de- 
cisive action are poor. Moreover, a general 
conference these days is never a conference 
of principals who have power to act. The 
delegates who attend are the prisoners of 
the politicians at home. 

Thus the Washington arms conference 
was a success. It was really a conference 
of three Powers and it dealt with a simple 
thing—battleships. The London naval con- 
ference was only a partial success. It failed 
to bring five Powers into agreement on the 
more complex question of auxiliary vessels. 
The Geneva conference now in session con- 
tains about 50 nations dealing with all types 
of armament, and if any effective limita- 
tion comes out of that conference, it will be 
a very small limitation indeed. 
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The lesson is rather plain: As you multi- 
ply the members of an international confer- 
ence and the number of questions to be set- 
tled, the conferences become more of a de- 
bating forum and less of an executive body. 

It is extremely doubtful whether, at this 
stage of the world depression, it is wise to 
take the risk of failure which a general con- 
ference dealing with many complicated 
questions certainly involves. The confidence 
of men everywhere is greatly shaken. Anx- 
iety, has made them the prey of suspicions. 

The statesmen ought to think twice before 
they raise any hopes which they are not 
reasonably sure to realize; they should con- 
sider deeply whether a general conference 
could contain representatives who had the 
power to reach decisions; they should ask 
themselves whether the solution of these 
vital questions is likely to be advanced in 
the confusion of international publicity and 
the maneuvering of the myriad interests in- 
volved. 

Therefore, it seems to me clear that a 
general conference is the wrong way to go 


about doing things which urgently need to 
be done, that the chances of success are too 
small and the costs of a failure too great, 
and that in fact such a general conference 
would confuse, distract and delay the effort 
to settle these questions. 

What, then, is the right way, the way 
which offers the best promise of success? 
It is to proceed to reach agreements on 
specific questions by direct negotiations 
among those most concerned. That is the 
theory of the administration's policy toward 
the reparations discussion at Lausanne, and 
in the present phase of the problem, it is 
undoubtedly the wisest policy. For what is 
the reparation problem today? It is a polti- 
cal problem between France and Germany. 
There is no longer any possibility of obtain- 
ing from Germany payments which would 
cover the Allied debts to the United States. 
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The whole question is whether France 
and Germany can agree upon a political 
formula which will suspend and terminate 
reparations payments. Since Germany can- 
not pay much and almost certainly will not 
pay anything, reparation is not any longer 
a question between creditors and debtors; it 
is not a financial question at all. No real 
money is at stake, It is only phantom 
money that will be discussed at Lausanne; 
the sums that may be mentioned will sym- 
bolize the diplomatic ambitions of France 
and Germany. 

That being the case, the more directly 
France and Germany are left to deal with 
each other at Lausanne, the more likelihood 
there will be of a settlement. The interven- 
tion Of. other Powers, not merely of the 
United States, which is, of course, not possi- 
ble, but’ of Great Britain and Italy as well, 
is more likely to complicate than to facili- 
tate a settlement. For such an intervention 
would either stiffen Germany or put France 
ee a kind of pressure that would stiffen 

er. 

Now if we examine some of the other 
questions which a general conference might 
discuss, we shall find, I believe, that the 
same principle of procedure applies. Let 
us take, first, the question of tariffs. 

What, beyond a pious resolution, could a 
general conference do about tariffs whic 
everybody could accept? Is it not ongeal 
that what the nations will have to come to 
is a séries of tariff agreements among those 
which are particularly interdependent one 
with another? Does it not follow that for 
us the most important question is to find 
a way of adjusting our tariffs with those 
which may now be set by the British Com. 
monwealth of Nations at Ottawa? Certainly, 
unless that adjustment is made first, there 
is no particular point in an academic dis- 
cussion with a whole collection of other 
Powers. 

Take, then, the question of currencies. 
At-this moment Great Britain is supporting 
the dollar, as last year we supported the 
pound sterling. Now the dollar and sterling 
are the two great international currencies, 
and to stabilize them in relation to each 
other would, therefore, seem to be the first 
and most important thing to do. 

That does not require an international 
conference. That can be done far better by 
close co-operation between the treasuries 
and the central banks. Once such an under- 
taking is reached, or perhaps I should say, 
once it is made more explicit than it is 
today, the problem of the local currencies, 
the French franc, the German reichsmark 
and the others, can be realistically. 

The same general principle holds in re- 
spect to the rather vague problem of a con- 
certed effort to raise commodity prices. The

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HUGH CHALMERS DIES; 
PIONEER AUTO MAKER

Chalmers, pioneer automobile man- 
ufacturer and inventor, died yes- 
terday in a private hospital of 
penumonia after an illness of sev- 
eral days.

trict sales manager for Ohio and 
in another year was assistant man- 
ager of national sales igencies. 
Later he became general sales man- 
ager, and finally general manager 
and vice president. He held that 
position seven years, resigning in 
1907 and moving to Detroit to en- 
ter business on his own account. 

He purchased an inte-es. in the 
E. R. Thomas-Detroit Motor Co. 
and became president, the name 
being changed to Chalmers-Detroit 
Motor Co. At various times he was 
also connected with the Hudson 
Motor Car Co., the Fairview Motor 
Co. and the Michigan Cash Regis- 
ter Co., all of Detroit. 

During the war Chalmers was 
president of the Chalkis Manufac- 
turing Co. of Detroit, which manu- 
factured anti-aircraft guns. He 
took a leading part in civic activi- 
ties connected with the war—in-

Spread with cheese 
again, roll to one-eighth inch thick- 
ness, cut in strips and bake in a 
hot oven for about eight minutes. 
If the dough gets very soft during 
the second rolling, chill it before 
rolling the last time. 


Beef Croquettes. 

Cut cooked beef in very small 
dice to make two cupfuls. Melt 
three tablespoons butter or beef 
drippings, add four tablespoons 
flour and stir until blended. Add 
one-half cup water, one-half cup 
beef gravy, one teaspoon grated 
onion, two tablespoons chili sauce, 
salt and pepper to season, one cup 
cold mashed potatoes, and the beef. 
‘Mix, turn out on a deep plate and 
chill thoroughly. One cup cold, 
boiled rice may be added to 
“stretch’’ the mixture, instead of 
the potatoes. 

Shape into small croquettes, roll 
in fine, dry bread crumbs, then in 
beaten egg diluted with one tea- 
spoon cold water, then in crumbs 
again. Be sure that every bit of 
the croquettes is coated with the 
egg and crumbs. One egg will coat 
about eight -croquettes. Fry in 
deep fat heated to 370 degrees, or 
until it will brown a piece of bread 
in one minute. Drain on soft paper 
and ‘serve with brown or tomato 
rsauce. Serves four. 


Kice Waffles. 

Mix two cups sifted flour with 
one-half teaspoon salt and two tea- 
spoons baking powder. Sift, and 
then rub in lightly one cup cold, 
boiled rice. Beat the yolks of two 
eggs and mix with one and one- 
half cups milk. Stir this into the 
flour mixture and add two tea- 
spoons sugar. Beat until smooth 
and then add about one-fourth cup 
more milk if necessary to make a 
medium thick batter. Next stir in 
one-third cup melted shortening 
and when well blended fold in the 
stiffly beaten egg whites. Bake on 
a hot waffle iron and serve with 
syrup, creamed chicken or creamed 
beef or fried sausage. Makes six 
to eight waffles, depending on size. 


Frozen Fruit Salad. 

Soak one tablespoon plain gela- 
tine in one-half cup canned fruits 
juice for five minutes, then dis4 
solve over hot water, stirring all 
the time. Mix one cup mayonnaise 
with one cup whipped cream or 
whipped evaporated milk, two ta- 
blespoons powdered sugar, one- 
fourth cup lemon juice and one- 
fourth teaspoon salt. Add the dis- 
solved gelatine to this mixture, 
then fold in one cup canned 
crushed pineappje, a small bottle 
of Maraschino cherries, drained 
and cut in small pieces, two ripe 
bananas, masKed and mixed with 
the pincapple and one cup canned 
apricots or peaches cut in small 
pieces. 

The juice from either of these 
frkits will do to soak the gelatine 
in. Mix the whole thing lightly 
and pour into a quart brick mold. 
Cover, seal with a strip of paper 
dipped in melted fat, and bury in 
equal parts of crushed ice and ice 
cream salt for 3 hours. Or pour 
into the tray of a mechanical re- 
frigerator and freeze in the freez- 
ing compartment for three hours 
until firm. Unmold, garnish with 
cherries and sections of pineapple 
and surround with small crisp let- 
tuce leaves. Serves eight. 


Raisin Bianc-Mange, 

Mix three-fourths cup sugar with 
four tablespoons cornstarch and 
when well mixed stir into the hot 
milk. Stir constantly over a slow 
fire until very thick and smooth. 
Remove from fire and whip in 
stiffly beaten whites of two eggs 
and one cup seedless raisins. Add 
one teaspoon grated lemon rind or 
one teaspoon vanilla extract and 
pour into small molds or a large 
one. Chill, turn out and serve with 
a custard sauce made from. the 
egg yolks. Serves four. 


LEMON CHIFFON PUDDING 


Mix one cup sugar with one- 
third cup flour, work in three ta- 
blespoons butter, using a fork. 
When well blended stir in the teat- 
en yolks of three eggs, one-fourth 
cup lemon juice and one cup milk. 
Fold in stiffly beaten egg whites 
last and pour into buttered indi- 
vidual baking dishes or custard 


Place these in a pan of warm wa- 
ter and bake in a moderate oven 
for 35 minutes or until firm. The 
pudding separates into two layers, 
a custard texture on bottom and a 


cakey crust on top. Serve warm 


or cold—better cold. es sates ta 


and smooth. 

It will have to be stirred con- 
stantly and watched carefully, so 
that it does not over-cook. When 
this occurs the eggs curdle; to pre- 
vent it, lift the saucepan out of 
the water from time te time while

“IT am going to set two nights a 
week when we will be at home to 
friends during the summer, as we, 
like many others this year, cannot 
afford to take a long trip,” she 
said. 

“T’ll serve ices and little cracker- 
cakes, keep a good supply of the 
latter in the pantry and mix up the 
sherbet or ice recipes, pop them in 
the refrigerator, and entertain at 
little trouble and expense.” 

Here are some of the recipes she 
has chosen for her porch parties: 

; Grape Juice Ice. 

Boil one-half cup water and one 
cup sugar together for five min- 
utes, stirring only until sugar is 
dissolved. Add one-quarter tea- 
spoon salt and one and one-half 
cups grape juice. Put in refrigera- 
tor tray, partly freeze, then add one 
stiffly beaten white of cgg. Re- 
turn to refrigerator and stir often. 
Take out twice and turn into bowl 
and beat well before returning to 
refrigerator. 

Apricot Ice. 

Press one and one-half cups of 
stewed dried apricots through a 
sieve. Boil three cups water and 
one and one-half cups sugar -five 
minutes, combine with apricot pulp, 
add one-half teaspoon grated lem- 
on rind and one tablespoon lemon 
juice. Pour into refrigerator tray, 
stir often and* take out and beat 
twice as in above recipe. 

Rhubarb Sherbet. 

Cook four cups diced rhubarb in 
one pint of water. Pour while hot 
over one-half package of lemon 
gelatine. Place in refrigerator tray 
and freeze to amush. Remove and 
beat with a rotary egg beater. 
Then add two egg whites, beaten 
stiff, with four tablespoons sugar. 
Return to refrigerator and freeze 
until set. 

Lemon Cream Sherbet. 

Add two-thirds cup sugar, one- 
third cup lemon juice, one and 
one-half cups milk and one-half 
cup cream to two teaspoons -gela- 
tine which has been dissolved in 
two tablespoons cold water. Pour 
into refrigerator tray, chill well, 
then beat until very light. Return 
to refrigerator and leave until 
frozen. 

Mint Ice. 

Pour one and one-half cups of 
boiling water over one glass of mint 
jelly and stir until jelly is dis- 
solved. Cool and add one pint 
ginger ale, juice of three lemons 
and one-half cup honey. Place in 
refrigerator tray and chill until al- 
most mush. Remove and beat, 
then add two egg whites beaten 
stiff and a little green col-ring. Re- 
turn to refrigerator and stir now 
and then while freezing. 


COOKED SALAD DRESSINGS 
FOR FRUIT OR VEGETABLES 


Meat and Vegetable Salads. 

2 whole eggs, or 4 egg yolks. 

% cup vinegar. 

1 tablespoon butter. 

5 tablespoons cream cheese. 

2 tablespoons cream. 

% teaspoon sugar. 

1% teaspoon salt. 

1% teaspoon mustard. 

1% teaspoon paprika. 

i teaspoon celery seed. 

3 drops tabasco sauce. 

Beat cggs and vinegar together 
until smooth. Cook mixture in a 
double boiler, and stir constantly 
until consistency is that of thick 
cream. Remove at once from heat, 
add butter and cream cheese, and 
stir until mixture is smooth. Then 
add cream and seasonings. The 
cream cheese may be omitted, and 
more cream, either sweet or sour, 
used in its place. These ingredi- 
ents will make about one cup of 
dressing. 


Fruit Salad. 

2 whole eggs, or 4 egg yolks. 

% cup vinegar. 

1 cup sour cream. 

¥% tablespoon sugar. 

1% teaspoon salt. 

% teaspoon mustard. 

% teaspoon paprika. 

Beat eggs, add other ingredients 
and mix thoroughly. Cook in dou- 
ble boiler, and stir constantly un- 
til mixture thickens. 


PINEAPPLE FRITTERS 


One cup of flour, one egm one 
and one-half teaspoons baking 
powder, one teaspoon salt, one- 
half cup pineapple juice, six slices 
pineapple, one-eighth teaspoon pa- 
prika. 

Mix and sift flour, baking pow- 
der, salt and paprika. Add pine- 
apple juice slowly, beat until free 
from lumps. Add well-beaten egg. 
Drain slices of pineapple, dip into 
batter. Fry in deep, hot fat until 
brown. Drain on unglazed paper. 
may be served as a vegetable or 
with fruit sauce for dessert. 


Ducklings. 

Young ducks, or ducklings, are 
low in price just now in many parts 
of the country and are excellent in 
flavor. A duckling can be bought 
for about $1 for four to four and a 
half pounds. Ducklings not nore 


than 10 weeks old have the best 
flavor and are most tender. 


CREAM OF SPINACH SOUP 


One cup raw ground or finely 
chopped spinach, one quart milk, 
two tablespoons flour, two table- 
spoons melted butter, one teaspoon 
salt. 

If spinach is ground, place a bowl 
to catch liquid which runs from 
grinder and add to spinach, Heat 
milk in a double boiler and add to 
it flour and fat, which have been 
well blended, and ground spinach 
and salt. Stir until thickened, and 
cook for about 10 minutes. 


FRIUT WHIP 


Use the following fruit whip as 
topping for junket, custards or 
plain rice pudding: Whip the 
whites of two eggs until stiff, add 
gradually four tablespoons sugar 
and then beat in four tablespoons 
fresh or canned fruit pulp—straw. 
berries, peaches, apricots, rasp- 
berries, etc. Serve as soon as 
made and pile light on the des. 
sert. Children will love it. 


Veal Pie. 

Cut leftover veal in+good sized 
dice and mix with a well-seasoned 
thin white sauce to which has been 
added any leftover gravy, one-half 
teaspoon grated lemon rind and 
one-fourth pound sliced mush- 
roams. Pour into a deep baking 
dish, cover with small baking pow- 
der biscuits, placed close together, 
and bake in a hot oven for about 
25 minutes. 


TONGUE AND | 


Wash a fresh tons tongue, place in 
deep kettle, cover with boiling wa- 
ter to which a teaspoon of salt has 
been added. Simmer gently for an 
hour. .Take out, remove skins and 
trim off roots. 

Place in casserole with one tea- 
spoon butter, two cups hot water, 
sprinkle with flavoring herbs, cov- 
er and cook three hours. An hour 
before done, add one cup raisins. 
When done, place tongue and ral- 
sins on platter and thicken gravy 
with flour.

ISTEAK AND KIDNEYS 


MAKE AN ENGLISH PIE 


Popular for Over a Century 
Among Our British 
Cousins. 


For a. tasty and _ substantial 
dinner novelty, why not try an En- 
glish steak and kidney pie, which 
is a favorite in that country and 
has been mentioned in the books 


of Dickens and other great writers? 

Buy two pounds of chuck steak 
and cut it in thin slices about 2% 
inches long and the same width. 
Dust with flour seasoned with salt 
and pepper. 

‘ Place a thin slice of lamb kidney 
on each piece and roll them closely 
together, pressing so that each com- 
bination will hold its shape. Line 
the edge of a baking dish with pas- 
try, and set rolls of meat on end in 
the dish, packed so close together 
that they hold each other in posi- 
tion. Then pour in gently stock 
made as follows: Simmer one onion 
cut in two and stuck with a clove 
in each half, one bay leaf, one ker- 
nel of allspice, a bit of mace in 
one quart of water for an hour. 
Season with salt and pepper. 

Cover pie with top crust rolled a 
little thick. Moisten edges with 
raw egg yolk, crimp edges. Brush 
top over with a little cream mixed 
with egg yolk. Bake in moderate 
oven for about an hour and a half. 
When crust begins to brown, lay a 
heavy paper covering over it to pre- 
vent it getting too brown. 

It will take five lamb kidneys, 
and to prepare these cut each in 
half, remove white tubes, soak in 
salted water for three-quarters of 
an hour. Trim, skin and dry with 
cloth. Slice thin and put one slice 
with each slice of steak. 


BUTTER ROLLS 


One and one-half cups flour, two 
cakes compressed yeast, one table- 
spoon sugar, one-fourth cup scald- 
ed and cooled milk, one teaspoon 
vanilla, three egg yolks, one-half 
cup butter. 

Dissolve yeast and sugar in luke- 
warm milk. Add vanilla, beaten 
egg yolks. Cut butter in the flour. 
Combine mixtures. Form in ball. 
Place in cheesecloth and put in a 
pan of cold water. Let stand one 
hour. Remove the cloth. Make 
into small balls and roll them in 
one-half cup sugar and one-fourth 
cup rolled nut meats. Twist, place 
in panfand let rise for 20 minutes. 
Bake in a hot oven for 20 minutes. 


CUSTARD PIE 


Three eggs, one-third cup sugar, 
one-fourth teaspoon salt, two and 
one-third cups milk, nutmeg to sea- 
son. 

Beat eggs slightly and add sugar, 
salt nutmeg and milk. Line a pie 
tin with pastry and be.sure to build 
up a fluted rim. Strain the mix- 
ture and pour it into thetin. Bake 
10 minutes at 400 degrees Fahren- 
heit, then reduce temperature to 
350 degrees for 40 minutes. Test 
with knife. When the knife blade 
comes out clean, the custard is 
cooked. 


GOOD SANDWICH FILLINGS. 

1. Cold sliced ham, Swiss cheese, 
sliced very thin, and crisp lettuce. 

2. Chop hard-cooked eggs, and 
mix with minced crisp fried bacon 
and enough salad dressing to mois- 
ten. 

3. Chop cold cooked beef, pork, 
lamb, veal, or hard-cooked eggs, 
add chili sauce to moisten, and in 
each sandwich include a leaf of 
crisp lettuce or a few sprigs of 
water: -ess, 

4. Wash prunes, dates, raisins 
or dried figs or apricots, chop fine, 
mix with about twice as much 
cream or cottage cheese, add salt to 
season, and chopped nuts if de- 
sired. 

5. Soften sharp flavored cheese 
by letting it stand tn a warm room,

Beat 
yolks of four eggs until light col- 
ored, stir in juice of two large lem- 
ons, grated rind of one lemon, one- 
half cup sugar and a few grains of 
salt. Cook in a double boiler, stir- 
ring constantly, until mixture is 
thickened to consistency of thick 
custard. 

Remove at once from fire and 
add the soaked gelatine, Cool un- 
til it is beginning to icken and 
then fold in stiffly beaten whites 
of four eggs mixed with one-half 
cup powdered sugar. Rub a round 
mold lightly with salad oil and line 
the bottom and sides with lady fin- 
gers. 

Add an inch deep layer of the 
lemon custard, and cover it with a 
layer of lady fingers. Pour in the 
rest of lemon mixture and put in 
icebox over night, or for six or 
eight hours. Turn out and garnish 
with whipped cream or whipped 
evaporated milk, sweetened and 
flavored with a little maraschino 
cherry juice. 


PEANUT BUTTER BREAD 


Two cups flour, four teaspoons 
baking powder, one teaspoon salt, 
one-half cup sugar, two-thirds cup 
peanut butter, one cup milk. 

Sift flour, baking powder, salt 
and sugar together. Add milk to 
peanut butter, blend well and add 
to dry ingredients; beat thoroughly. 
Bake in greased loaf pan in slow 
oven 45 to 650 minutes. This is 
best when a day old. It makes de- 
licious sandwiches cut in thin slices 
and filled with either cream cheese 
or lettuce and mayonnaise. 


Sour Milk Waffles. 

Beat two eggs with a pint of 
sour milk or cream, add one tea- 
spoon soda, one-half teaspoon salt 
and enough flour to make a thin 
batter. Pour into well- greased waf- 
fle irons and bake brown. 


Marshmallow Filling. 


Put half a pound marshmallows 
and four tablespoons water in a 
double boiler. Stir until melted. 
Pour while hot over stiffly beaten 
whites of two eggs. Add one tea- 
spoon vanilla, 


Peanut Butter Fudge. 


Boil two cups  confectidners’ 
Sugar, One-half cup milk and two 
heaping tablespoons peanut butter 
for five minutes. Take from fire. 
beat well and pour into buttered 
tins.

BUTTERSCOTCH IS NEW 
BISCUIT FLAVORING 


A Basic Recipe May Be Used 
for Many Delicious 
Varieties. 


— 


A good butterscotch taste may 
be given biscuits by the following 
method: Use basic recipe, roll dough 
one-half inch thick, sprinkle thick 
with brown sugar, dot with butter 
and roll like a jelly roll. Slice and 
place in pan and bake abeut 15 
minutes in moderate oven. 
A good basic recipe for biscuits 
means that all sorts of pleasant 
changes may be run in for break- 
fast or luncheon. During the hot 
weather, when the menus run 50 
much to cold food, especially for 
luncheon, hot biscuits will be dou- 
bly welcomed. 

Basic Recipe. 
Three tablespoons butter, two 
cups flour, one teaspoon salt, five 
teaspoons baking powder, one cup 
sweet milk. 
Cut butter into flour which has 
been sifted with salt and baking 
powder. Add milk, turn on slight- 
ly floured board and roll or pat 
one-half inch thick. Cut and bake 
12 minutes in hot oven. 

Cinnamon Biscuits. 
Prepare same as butterscotch 
biscuits only sprinkle with pow- 
dered sugar mixed with cinnamon. 

Cheese Biscuits. 
Add one-half cup grated cheese 
to dry ingredients. Dough may be 
rolled as for butterscotch biscuits. 

Bran Biscuits, 
One-half cup bran, three-fourths 
cup milk, one and one-half cups 
flour, one teaspoon salt, four tea- 
spoons baking powder, two table- 
spoons sugar, one-fourth cup but- 
ter. 
Soak bran in milk. Sift dry in- 
gredients and cut in butter thor- 
oughly or until the mixture resem- 
bles corn meal. Add soaked bran 
carefully. Roll on a slightly floured 
board until about one-half inch’ 
thick. Cut and bake in a hot oven 
for about 12 minutes. 


MEAT MUCK BIRDS ARE 
FILLED WiThi PRUNES 


Steak and Fruit Wrapped and 
Baked in Cabbage 
Leaves. 


Here's a delicious combination 
which is good for the night when 
there seems to be a dearth of ideas 
for something different for dinner. 

We all have these “can't think 
of anything gooc to cook” days, and 
a new recipe now and then is wel- 
comed. 

Buy two pounds round steak and 
cut it in six strips, each large 
enough to wrap a prune. Pound 
strips and score a little. Season 
with salt and pepper. Wash and 
soak for a few hours six large 
prunes. Cook until almost tender 
in water in which they have been 
soaked. Cool and remove stones, 
then cover prunes with marinade 
made as follows: 

Blend juice of three lemons, 
three tablespoons tarragon vine- 
gar and three tablespoons célery 
seed, Or one tablespoon celery salt. 
Let prunes stand one hour in part 
of this, and pour the remainder 
over the steak pieces in a separate 
dish, also allowing that to stand 
an hour. 

Fill each prune with minced cel- 
ery, wrap a piece of steak around 
each prune and fasten with tooth 
picks. Cover each piece with a 
very thin slice of salt pork, fold 
a cabbage leaf around all and 
fasten with string. 

Pack in a pan just large enough 
to hold the six. Pour marinade in 
which steak and prunes were 
soaked, over the rolls and bake 
about two hours in moderate oven. 
Cover, but baste often. Add hot 
water if necessary, Let the mock 
birds cook thoroughly and brown 
well. Serve with gravy on toast. 


FRUIT JUICE COCKTAILS 
STIMULATE APPETITES 


Fruit juices are, healthful and 
when they are served tart, cold and 
carefully blended, they are fine 
for stimulating appetites. The 
juice from stewed rhubarb, sweet. 
ened and mixed with equal parts 
of orange and pineapple juice is a 
delicious combination. Shake it 
up with a little crushed ice and 
serve in small glasses with a sprig 
of fresh mint in each glass. Grape- 
juice and gingerale in equal parts 
makes another good fruit cock- 
tail; white grapejuice, pineapple 
juice and the white of an’ egg 
shaken up with crushed ice is an- 
other excellent combination. 

For variation, serve this in smal] 
glasses the rims of which have 
been rubbed in a slice of lemon 
and then in powdered sugar. This 
makes a frosted rim around the 
edge that is very attractive. Do 
not use sugar in the beverage it- 
self, as the grapejuice is slightly 
sweetened and the sugar on the 
rim will make it sweet enough. 


Strawberries. 
Remember that strawberries will 
have a better flavor if they are 
washed before they are hulled. 
Empty the fruit into a colander 
and run cold water through :hem 
until all sand is removed, drain 
thoroughly and then remove the 
hulls, or caps, whichever you pre- 
fer to call them, Treat blackberries

“T have seen men come from the 
Congress after long service and be- 
come derelicts, dependent on their 
relatives,” he said. 

Logan challenged the contention 
that the cut would not be felt due 
to reduce cost of living, saying 
insurance, the cost of schooling 
and other expenses, except for 
food and clothing, have not been 
reduced. 

“We are proposing,” he said, “to 
take from the poorly paid Govern- 
ment employes $120,000,000 so we 
can give a dollar a year to each 
cf the people of the United States.” 

He contended only $40,000,000 in 
savings would be lost if salaries 
under $2000 were exempted. 

Senator Bingham (Rep.), Con- 
necticut, told the Senate that, un- 
less salaries were lowered, 80,000 
or 90,000 employes would have to 
be discharged. 

Battleships but No Beer. 


‘tana, said he would not vote to cut 
Federal salaries “as long as we are 
appropriating millions of dollars 
for battleships” or as long as Con- 
was “afraid to raise $350,- 
000,000 through a tax on beer.” 

“France hasn't balanced her 
budget for two years,” Wheeler 
said, “and yet it is said that, un- 
less we balance our budget, we will 
have to go off the gold standard. 
It’s the cheapest kind of nonsense.” 

Bratton (Dem.), New Mexico, ex- 
plained he was not one of those 
urging that the budget be balanced 
in “six months or 12 months,” but 
that it must be balanced within two 
years, and that he thought the 
economy program more important 
than increased revenue. 

“T think the Government has ex- 
panded too far and too fast,” he 
continued. “I think the people are 
demanding that the Government 
curtail its activities and expenses.” 

As for making the salary reduc- 
tions by brackets, Bratton contend- 
ed this would result in discrimina- 
tion and bad feeling among em- 
ployes. 

Senator Dickinson (Rep.), Iowa, 
one of the leaders in the economy 
program, said a note had been

How the Government Is 
Aiding Disabled Per- 
sons to Become 
Self-Supporting. 


By FAY PROFILET. 


TARTING as the teacher of the 
G auttese class in a Wisconsin 

grade school and through that 
experience advancing to the post 
of a representative of the Federal 
Board for Vocational Education 
and Rehabilitation, Miss Tracy 
Copp has the distinction of being 
the only woman on the staff. She 
represents 10 Middle West states 
and was here this week in the in- 
terest of the rehabilitation program 
sponsored in St. Louis by the local 
Red Cross. 


“Like most women of my gener- 
ation, I had the choice of prepar- 
ing for teaching or secretarial 
work,” said Miss Copp. “My choice 
must have been made on the basis 
of the opportunity for holidays be- 
cause I chose to be a teacher. 
After several years of teaching in 
a grade school, a class came to me 
with the reputation of being gen- 
erally dull. I had a suspicion that 
there was an unfailing relation be- 
tween the physical well being of a 
child and its mental ability 
school. When this class of dull 
pupils came to me I determined to 
make an experiment with a health 
program, This was in 1913, when 
physical examinations, health 
clinics, open air schools and school 
lunches were not usually a part of 
our educational system. We bor- 
rowed and begged the equipment 
for an open window room with 
lunches and rest periods and as a 
result we sent our class on at the 
end of the year with a better scho- 
lastic reputation. That little ex- 
perience led to the establishment 
of the first permanent open-air 
school in Wisconsin, 


“In America we have established 
the fact that education is a right 
of citizenship. We provide educa- 
tion for our youth as a prepara- 
tion for life and as a means of 
earning a living. We even make a 
certain amount of it compulsory 
in most states because we believe 
that a certain amount of academic 
education prepares the way for our 
people to become self-supporting. 
Sometimes in the process of edu- 
cation young people are hurt by 
disease or accident. If these phy- 
sical disabilities sacrifice the voca- 
tional equipment which has been 
provided, then a service of retrain- 
ing fs undeniable good business. 
Sending another dollar after the 
first dollar is a good investment 
and prevents unemployment and 
dependency. 


“The social and economic signifi- 
cance of the program of adjusting 
disabled persons to employment 
may be seen by the fact that it 
costs on the average about $300 
to put a disabled person in a posi- 
tion of self-supporting citizenship. 
Contrasting this expenditure with 
the cost of maintaining a dependent 
person at public expense is a tes- 
timonial of the value of this edu- 
cational enterprise. This program 


of retraining for disabled persons 


is not a charity, it is a responsi- 
bility of the community and the 
State, just as education in all its 
phases is a responsibility.’’

As 
matters now stand, the $29,000 a 
year which Missouri might have is 
being apportioned among other 
states which do carry on these vo- 
cational programs,” said Miss Copp. 
“For several years St. Louis had 
looked forward to adoption of such 
& program by the entire State, but 
when it appeared that it would not 
be possible to match Federal funds, 
there was sufficient sentiment in 
St. Louis and St. Louis County to 
attempt a program of their own. 
The local Red Cross, accordingly, 
put up $5000, which was immedi- 
ately matched with $5000 of Gov- 
ernment funds. Results of the first 
year’s work were so satisfactory 
that new appropriations were mede 
for 1932, assuring the rehabilitation 
of another large group this year. 
The Red Cross Bureau of Voca- 
tional Training and Placement, with 
Miss Julia Alsberg as director, has 
charge of the work,” 

Miss Copp went to the Federal 
service in January, 1921, when the 
vocational rehabilitation act was 
passed. Her first task was to ge 
to the various State Legislatures 
and persuade them to match the 
Government’s offer with local 
funds for the work. It is a matter 
of record that all the states in her 
region availed themselves of Fel- 
eral aid. In Ohio, the act was 
named the Tracy Copp act in her 
honor.

HE study of the development 
T« a many-celled living being 
from a common cell is called 
embryology and the science of em- 
bryology has a unique fascination. 
The cell resulting from inception 
of the reproductive process has a 
phenomenal impetus for growth 
and multiplication. 
Most of this impetus is spent be-| 
fore the infant is born. 
The single cell, with which, as we 
say, life begins, multiplies so rap- | 
idly and so extensively that during | 
the time of development before | 
birth its weight increases nearly a 
billion fold. 
In all the years of life after his 
birth the average human being in- 
creases in weight only up to ap-| 
proximately 20 times that at birth. | 
But there is still a further dif- 
ference between existence before 
and existence after birth. 
The former has a qualitative. 
character which the latter lacks. 
The child grows up to be a man or! 
woman. 

True the child is essentially dif-, 
ferent from the adult. But a funda- 
mental pattern of eyes, nose, head, | 
arms, legs, among other things, | 
prevails throughout. , 

In the period before birth, how- 
ever, we begin with a cell, and’ 
from this cell there ultimately de- | 
velop all those marvelous mecha-_| 
nisms that go toward making a hu-' 
man being. 

The scientist who is unwilling to 
account for things and. events by 
all inclusive supernatural forces 
asks whence comes this systematic 
direction, this expert guidance that 
evolves an amazing complicated liv- 
ing being from a single cell. 

And he marvels, not at the un- 
common failures of normal pre- 
natal development, but that they 
are not more common. 

Many experiments have been 
performed in an attempt to answer 
this whence and wherefore. But 
the mystery is still profound. 

Some practical value has come 
out of these studies bearing on con- 
genital defects which will be dis- 
cussed in the next installment.
